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Looking Back Over 1922 

American industry and commerce face a 
new year with the knowledge that, in the 
twelve months now ended, a period that has 
put business to the most rigorous test, they 
made progress. ‘The year opened as one of 
promise; it closes as one of performance. 
The result is good. American business is 
materially stronger than it was twelve 
months ago, and its strength is fundamental, 
inherent. The theoretical optimism which 
contributed so much to the spirit through 
which the promises of 1922 were recognized 
at its beginning and wrought into perform- 
ances throughout its days has been replaced 
by a practical faith in the possibilities of 
American enterprise, of American men and 
women—for they have proved themselves. 

Restabilization of industry and commerce 
has been gradual. For that it is the more 
assuring. Slow growth is sound. There has 
been adversity with which to contend; the 
year has not in any manner been an easy 
one, The struggle which has proved the re- 
cuperative powers of American business has 
given it firm muscles. Its growth has noth- 
ing in it of the illusionary fat of inflation 
days. It can face the future—and dark days 
impend, for the rest of the world, because 
ot selfishness and trickery and greed, is 
Worse off now than it was a year ago—con- 
fident of its material strength and of its 
undaunted spirit. 

What can the future hold to bring mis- 
givings to an industrial nation which has 
weathered the past months of labor disturb- 
ances, tariff making exceedingly prolonged, 
financial insufficiency in agriculture, and the 
travail of readjustment from artificial stand- 
ards of living and of trade? That nation has 
within it potentialities immeasurable. It 
has, too, the nous to guide it to the proper 
directing of those powers. Its future may 
be predicated of its past. Production has 
regained the level of 1920. Commercial fail- 
ures last year aggregated $615,000,000 in 
comparison with $627,000,000 in 1921. 
Could greater assurance be desired? 

Upward of three-fourths of the past year 
was devoted to the disrupting process of 
tariff revision. During even those months 
Ot politico-economic effort business made 
Progress, although in large part that prog- 
ress was in the nature of the excavating 
preliminary to the erection of a skyscraper. 
It was a getting down to bedrock. Some 
time was also required to bring the con- 
struction work above the surface of the 
detritus deposited in the collapse of the 
flimsy structures of the recently preceding 
fasy years. But the walls have risen, and 
the girders now reach upward, firm and as-

suring. They tell it, who occupy seats from 
which it is possible to judge in the matter, 
that the tariff is working out to the full 
expectation of those who place a deal of 
reliance in the industrial and commercial 
efficacy of tariffs. This opinion, naturally, 
is not’ universal—but business as a whole 
improves. That is a condition which speaks 
well for—business. 

Broader ideas in the essentialness of ade- 
quately and properly financed agriculture to 
general industrial progress have taken root 
over a wide area during the past year. With 
this has come a concomitant opinion that sub- 
sidy in a variety of directions would be ben- 
eficial as well as desirable. But the opposi- 
tion to extensive paternalistic governmental 
functioning has not been stilled to apathy, 
and, all in all, the trend of government in 
its relationship with industry has been to- 
ward co-operation conducive to self-reliance 
rather than in the direction of pampering. 

Government has also shown a commend- 
able disposition to depart from the role of 
taskmaster and to place at the disposal of 
industry and commerce a_ well-organized 
service of counsel and assistance. In its 
efforts to bring about simplification of prac- 
tices in various industries, and in its mani- 
festation of appreciation of the benefits of 
intra-industrial co-operation, the I ederal 
Government has contributed not a little to- 
ward the business improvement of the past 
year. Details of the newly ordered relation- 
ship of government and business are still 
in process of evolution, but long, forward 
steps have been taken. Through the estab- 
lishment of separate industrial agencies in 
the administrative branch the government 
has invited the confidence of business—and 
the response daily becomes more hearty. In 
that alone—but not in that singly—the year 
now past has been encouragingly resultful. 

The trend of prices during the past year 
has been markedly in keeping with the gen- 
eral progress of business. The wholesale 





price index for all commodities was about 
10 per cent. higher at the end of the year 
than it had been at the beginning. With 
the exception of a few minor recessions at 
scattered intervals, the increase was contin- 
uous. The level is more than 50 per cent. 
above that of August 1, 1914. Retail prices 
declined during the greater part of the year, 
but turned in the opposite direction in the 
last quarter. Comparison of the respective 
price indexes indicates that the retailer’s 
margin of profit (in all lines) is less than it 
was in 1913, whieh is taken as normal. In 
the general industrial group with which the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter has to do, 
the wholesale price tendency has brought a 
net decline for the year. Readjustments 
now in progress seem to point to a trend in 
the other direction. In some lines the posi- 
tion of January 1, 1921, has already been 
restored; in others the level is even higher. 

Summaries of the year’s developments in 
the several markets covered by the Reporter 
are given below: 

Botanical Drugs 

Crude drugs were potentially strong in 
the first half of the year and gave promise of 
higher prices over the succeeding six 
months. The semester was marked by the 
fact that New York was the cheapest market 
in the world for many of the materials in 
this group. For the most part, foreign and 
domestic primary market prices were either 
higher than those on spot or were on a level 
with them. Dealers here were understocked 
and were not inclined to replace exhausted 
supplies, except as there appeared to be a 
certainty of sales. 

Prices early in the year were more or less 
stabilized, but the tendency, when any was 
manifest, was downward. As mid-year ap- 
proached, the scarcity of supplies and the 
strength displayed by primary markets 
caused an upturn in values. January 1 the 
price index was 79.9 (normal=60). It went 
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down slightly to 79.7, but on June 30 was 
106.3. 

Those factors which made the market po- 
tentially strong in the first six months be- 
came exceedingly active from mid-year to 
the close of 1922. July and August found 
prices more or less steady, but with stocks 
constantly shrinking and with dealers giv- 
ing but moderate attention to their replace- 
ments. 


During the same two months demand 
showed real signs of picking up. Consum- 
ers entered the market more frequently, and 
as many dealers were without stocks of 
items in demand, they were forced to secure 
supplies from competitors. When dealers 
began to trade actively one with the other 
prices jumped suddenly forward. Scarcity 
became marked; some botanicals were un- 
obtainable ; supplies oftentimes were concen- 
trated in the hands of one or two holders, 
and replacement costs rose parallel with 
the increase in spot prices. 

The new tariff act affected only orange 
and Jemon peel, and dandelion roots di- 
rectly. In general the act did not influence 
the market to any extent. 

High lights during the last six months 
of the year came in the following articles: 
Black haw, cascara sagrada, sassafras and 
wahoo barks; tonka and vanilla beans; 
arnica, Roman chamomile, insect flowers 
and powder, linden, and Spanish saffron 
flowers ; belladonna, domestic cannabis, hen- 
bane, and henna leaves; -aconite, aletris, 
belladonna, burdock, culver’s, dandelion, 
helonias, jalap, mandrake, and senega roots. 

The scarcity of stocks, higher replace- 
ment costs and wide trading between deal- 
ers caused all of the above items to advance 
sharply in the last six months of the year. 

July 1 the price index was 106.3. It 
touched 107 in August and 105.9 in early 
September. December 31 it was 122.5, 
which proved to be the high point for the 
entire year. 

The outlook for 1923 is good. Prices bid 
fair to be well maintained and for the most 
part continue to display those symptoms 
associated with the eventual accomplish- 
ment of higher quotations. Carried-over 
stocks are relatively light. 


Coal Tar Products 


In any estimate of the market for coal tar 
products for 1922 the coal strike, which be- 
gan in the spring and lasted practically the 
whole summer and fall, must always be 
reckoned as the most destructive influence. 
The passing of the new tariff act in October 
was another influence that can hardly be 
said to have met with universal favor. 
Some of the producers were undoubtedly 
gratified by the virtual prohibition of im- 
portation of coal tar products; to consum- 
ers, on the other hand, it was considerably 
less than an unmixed blessing in several 
directions. It wrought hardship on many 
users of such basic products as_ benzol, 
cresylic acids and phenol. 

The coal strike had little effect on produc- 
tion of benzol and other crudes during the 
first few months. Producers, fortunately 
enough, had managed to lay in sufficient 
supplies of coal to carry them for some time. 
There was even some boast after the first 
couple of months that production in some 
quarters, notably the Buffalo district, had 
been increased. This stimulated effort was 
brought about by the enormous expansion 
in demand. But available supplies of coal 
could not hold out indefinitely, and produc- 
tion eventually fell off to a very low ebb. 

During the late summer and early fall 
production of benzol had declined to about 
20 per cent. of normal. Since that time it 
has been improving slowly, but producers 
got so far behind on deliveries then that 
their contract obligations utilized every gal- 
lon as it appeared, so the casual consumer 
was completely out of it. ‘The same applied 
to all other crudes. Sales of 90 per cent. 
benzol were made out of proportion to pro- 
duction, and nothing was left for higher 
refinings. ‘That curtailed the supply of tol- 
uene and xylene. Production of cresylic 
acids in this country has never been suffi- 
cient to meet the domestic demand, and re- 
liance has been placed on English goods. 
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The tariff shut off that source of supply by 
virtue of the high duty, and consumers were 
left absolutely high and dry. Plans to in- 
crease the domestic output have been afoot, 
but sinking much money in the project has 
been avoided, as it is not felt that the pres- 
ent tariff is sufficiently satisfactory to 
warrant it. 

The government surplus of phenol, which 
had been offered through agents at an un- 
usually attractive price and had been on the 
market for some three and a half years, was 
finally cleaned up. ‘There had been little 
production during the years this stock was 
being disposed of, as phenol could not be 
made for the price at which it was offered. 
The competition so curtailed production 
that when the last of the surplus was taken 
from the market the price immediately ad- 
vanced fully three times. There was prac- 
tically none to be had at‘any price. The 
tariff, with its duty based on the selling 
price of domestic, resulted in very high 
prices for foreign, although much was 
brought in despite that to take care of the 
demand. 

Intermediates reflected to no little extent 
the situation in basic products. But prices 
did not change greatly because there was 
little that was stimulating about trading. 
The situation at the close of the year 
throughout the whole list of crudes, inter- 
mediates and colors was of peculiar firm- 
ness—even marked strength. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in cottonseed oil was on a small 
scale in the early days of the past year, and 
fluctuations in prices were unimportant. 
About the middle of the first quarter of the 
year, however, prices commenced to rise to 
the accompaniment of a material broadening 
of speculation. Stimulating factors were a 
very disappointing movement of live hogs 
to Western markets, a sharp rise in lard and 
an advance in crude cottonseed oil in the 
South. Refiners and local traders bought 
freely and there was active buying by 
houses with Southern, Western and Wall 
Street connections. 


The rise was followed by a setback on an 
increase in the movement of live hogs, a re- 
action in lard, prospects of an increased 
crop of cotton and the lack of an export 
outlet for cottonseed oil, the foreign demand 
having been greatly curtailed by the tariff 
on imports of Oriental vegetable oils, which 
diverted such products to the markets of 
Europe where they were and still are being 
used as substitutes for American cottonseed 
oil. 

Later in the year, however, prices again 
took an upward course, owing to a rise in 
cotton, due to a smaller cotton crop than 
had been expected; a rise in cotton seed 
and crude cottonseed oil and buying by re- 
finers, Cotton Exchange interests and local 
and Southern traders. 


Drugs and Fine Chemicals 

Fine chemicals and drugs in the first six 
months of 1922 did little more than hold 
steady, with prices moving within narrow 
limits. The outstanding feature was the 
strong competition between imported and 
domestic merchandise. This was especially 
noted in bromides, quicksilver, caffeine alka- 
loid, mercurials to some extent, pilocarpine, 
atropine and sparteine sulphate. Bismuths, 
iodides and mercurials gave promise of 
higher markets because of the increasing 
cost of raw materials occasioned by higher 
exchanges. Alcohols were generally under 
depression, but toward the end of the first 
six months improvement seemed about to 
develop. 

The range of the price index (normal=36) 
was from 154.2, January 1, down to 148.1 
and back to 150.8, June 30. 

July and August proved to be months of 
depression, with competition keen and 
values steadily pressed toward lower levels. 
During these two months the index dropped 
to 148.4. 

September saw the new tariff become law 
on the 21st at 11:10 a.m. Many articles in 
the drug and fine chemical group were af- 
fected by the generally higher duties. Dur- 
ing the last quarter of the year there was 
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no mistaking the trend of prices. It was 
distinctly upward. ‘The articles primaril 
affected were those especially noted for 


strength during the first six months. Bis 
muth preparations, iodides, mercurials, cai 
feines, alcohols—all these advanced sharply 
British exchange moved up to $4.70 to th: 
pound sterling. This raised the import cost 
of crude iodine, bismuth metal, quicksilver, 
and other raw materials with the natural 
accompaniment of higher prices on manu- 
factured products. 

Shortage developed in phenol, prices were 
ridden to relatively high position and all the 
salicylates entered a period of uplifting 
prices. Menthol changed over from a quict, 
depressed and almost weak article to one of 
its intermittent periods of speculation. Buy- 
ing improved, the market proved to be un- 
der supplied. How often that condition 
came in all markets in 1922! Orders to 
Japan increased, prices there jumped up 
sharply, and to cap the climax the delivery 
of about 500 cases of badly needed menthol 
was delayed at the Coast; the goods were 
lost en route to New York, and failed to 
show up until the market had risen about 
$5. As the year closed, a slight reaction set 
in, but it was yet to be demonstrated that 
the period of speculation was at an end, 

All alcohols were stronger in the second 
half of the year. Contract bookings of de- 
natured were heavy, and production was 
speeded to pre-war capacity. Wood alcohol 
recovered from its extreme depression and 
under a steadily advancing market closed 
at an advance of more than 100 per cent. 
over the July prices. 

July 1 the price index was 150.8, but De- 
cember 31 it was 177.2, which was the high 
for the year. 

Dyestuffs and ‘J anstuffs 

It was a lean year in natural dyestuffs, 
lean in every sense of the word. Offerings 
were limited, and trading was _ restricted. 
Business was at such a low ebb during prac- 
tically the whole year that importers would 
not bring in goods unless they had an order 
in hand. ‘The first few months were filled 
with reports of the dreadful shortage of 
albumen as a result of the civil wars in 
China. Spot supplies were not very abun- 
dant, it is true, and neither London nor 
Hamburg offered anything of consequence. 
Prices advanced sharply, whereupon there 
was a slump in demand. ‘That condition of 
affairs lasted well through the year. Sup- 
plies did not become exhausted, but neither 
did prices decline from the pinnacle. 

It was only in the last quarter that any- 
thing of real importance happened in any 
of the major dyestuffs or tanning materials. 
Then .there was a rush to buy gambier, 
which disclosed the spot market woefully 
bare. Cables to the Far East discovered a 
similar paucity of stocks at primary points, 
so that prices at once advanced. Prices in 
December were nearly double those of the 
previous January. Valonia was removed 
from the market by the Turkish uprising. 
Cutch was higher because of scarcity. 

Tanning extracts had been very dull 
throughout the summer. There was a flurry 
of buying in the spring, but it did not last. 
The summer was thoroughly insipid, with- 
out much effort at production. Supplies of 
chestnut, larch, quebracho and oak were 
low. When makers came to secure supplies 
of wood it was found that prices had gone 
up greatly. The price of extracts naturally 
followed. While there was not much de- 
mand during the fall from tanneries, the 
extract market steadily advanced, and by 
the middle of December prices were firmer 
than at any time previously during the year. 

By virtue of a combination of circum- 
stances extraneous to demand, the natural 
dyestuffs and extracts market was in much 
the firmest position at the end of the year 
that it had held at any time during 1922. 


Essential Oils 


Essential oils during the January-June 
period were generally firm with a rising ten- 
dency noted in scarce materials such as lav- 
ender, geranium, cassia, pennyroyal, pepp¢t- 
mint, spearmint, tansy, spruce, hemlock, 
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citronella, and cedar leaf. The citrous oils 
developed but narrow changes in prices. 

Regarded as likely to affect the future 
was the pending tariff proposals which 
laced many essential oils on the free list. 
This tended to encourage the warehousing 
of imported stocks with a view of keeping 
them in bond until the duties were removed. 

The price index (normal=190) stood at 
259.7 at the beginning of the year, declined 
to 250.9, but soon came back again, reach- 
ing 252 on the upturn. June 30 it was 251. 

The new tariff became a law September 
21. From July 1 to that date was a period 
of indifferent price movements. In July the 
index number declined to 245.4. In August 
it reached 258.8, which point was the high 
for the year, excepting the first week in 
anuary when it stood at 259.1. 

With the signing of the new tariff act, 
which free-listed the greater portion of all 
essential oils, prices crumbled as the ware- 
housed goods came into the market free of 
duty. Values caved in precipitately during 
October and a part of November. In the 
latter month something like order was re- 
stored from the chaos which had prevailed. 
Stabilization of values was slow, however, 
as practically the entire market had to re- 
adjust itself to the new order. 

While most oils were put on the free list, 
the exceptions were lemon and orange. On 
these articles the duty was raised sharply 
and some expected to see prices advanced. 
They did not improve, the added cost factor 
being offset in part by lower prices abroad, 
lower exchange, and the failure of demand 
to reach a volume larger than jobbing. 

The price index July 1 was 251. July 24 
it receded to 245.4, then reacted to 258.8 by 
August 21. Between then and the end of 
the year it dropped to 227.5, which was low 
for the year. A natural reaction followed 
this decline and December 31 it was 236.1. 


Fertilizer Materials 


The feature of the year in the market for 
fertilizer materials was the increasing costs 
of nitrogenous products. It is going to cost 
manufacturers considerably more to give 
their mixtures the proper ammonia contents 
this spring than it did iast. This increased 
cost is the result of a number of very dif- 
ferent conditions. The railroad and coal 
strikes reduced domestic production of sul- 
phate of ammonia, and resulted in an ad- 
vance in price. Nitrate of soda has ad- 
vanced because of the fact that production 
is closely controlled and imports have been 
held down so as to prevent an accumulation 
in this country that would interfere with 
the pricing plans of the controlling com- 
bination. The advance in the price of 
sterling exchange has also affected this 
market. Demand from feeders has forced 
up prices of animal ammoniates, and the boll 
weevil held down the cotton crop enough 
to advance the price of cottonseed meal. 
Feeders bought fish scrap liberally, and this, 
with the fact that last year’s catch was not 
a large one, forced the price up, and the 
fish factories closed their season with prac- 
tically no stocks on hand. There has been 
an average advance in the price of am- 
moniates of almost one-third. The fact that 
government surplus nitrate was taken 
largely by explosives makers reduced the 
influence of such sales to a minimum. 

At the beginning of the year makers had 
so much acid phosphate on hand that they 
did not know what to do with it. Distressed 
stocks forced the market to a very low level 
before it began to find itself, but before the 
end of 1922 there had been sufficient clean- 
up to permit the market to stiffen at a level 
at least $2 a ton above the low of the year. 

Potashes have been reasonable. ‘Stocks 
Were large, accumulated in this country at 
a time when it looked as if there might be 
a duty on potash salts, and foreign exchange 
conditions have been greatly in favor of a 
reasonable price to American consumers. 
There has been no shortage of any sort of 
material except ammoniates. 

he year was a fairly good one from the 
Standpoint of the fertilizer industry, al- 
though in some branches there cannot be 
anything like normal conditions until there 
1S a material improvement in export de- 
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mand, and there has been no material im- 
provement in the [-uropean situation, which 
is essential. 

Sales of mixed fertilizers last spring were 
larger than was expected when the season 
opened, ‘but the improvement in demand 
came only after there had been a radical 
reduction in prices. The fall demand was 
fairly good, and during the last quarter of 
the year there was evidence of improved 
conditions in the South that gave promise 
of a better business in that section in 1923 
than there was in 1922. Farmers generally 
are not in good financial shape, however, 
and no other industry feels the effect of this 
situation as much as does the fertilizer in- 
dustry. It is most vitally interested in the 
effort that is being made to improve rural 
credits. 

Materials men are encouraged by the fact 
that manufacturers have held down their 
stocks of raw products as much as possible, 
and that their floors were more than nor- 
mally clear at the beginning of the new 
year. Demand for fertilizers was not nor- 
mal last year, but it had not been expected 
that it would be. Progress in a return to 
normal conditions was, however, undoubt- 
edly made. 


Flaxseed and Linseed Oil 


Frequent sharp fluctuations in prices fea- 
tured the markets for flaxseed during the 
past year. For a time the general swing of 
prices was strongly upward owing to a 
shortage of production in Argentina as well 
as this country. This encouraged active 
speculation for a rise. Another bullish fac- 
tor was the movement to increase the tariff 
on imports of both seed and oil. The en- 
actment of such legislation was followed by 
a heavy decrease in the importations of lin- 
seed oil from Europe. 

Supplies of seed in domestic markets fell 
to extremely small proportions, a fact which 
aided bullish manipulators. Speculators for 
the rise were also helped by a shortage of 
cars for the movement of seed from the 
country to the primary markets. Later in 
the year the trend of prices was downward 
owing to a considerable increase in the yield 
in this country, due to the unusually high 
prices prevailing during the planting sea- 
son, prospects of a record breaking crop in 
Argentina and a very favorable crop outlook 
in India. 

Linseed oil prices rose and fell in com- 
pany with those for seed. Importations of 
foreign oil were practically shut off by the 
increase in the tariff and during the latter 
part of the year there was a marked short- 
age at times of spot supplies of oil. 


Industrial Chemicals 


The past year in industrial chemicals was 
characterized by a peculiarly consistent 
movement in the way of prices and trading. 
The first half of the year was given over to 
depression. There was a steady decline in 
prices and a like falling off in volume of 
transactions. Toward early fall, however, 
a marked improvement set in. While there 
was no advance in prices to counterbalance 
the extreme losses of the first six or eight 
months of the year, there was a great in- 
crease in domestic demand, particularly for 
the alkalies and the heavier chemicals. 

Whereas the salvation of the domestic 
producer of chemicals during the first half 
of the year was the export demand for caus- 
tic soda, blue vitriol, soda ash, and many 
less important items, the encouraging fea- 
ture of the last four or five months was the 
enormous increase in domestic consumption. 
This increase was so great as to necessitate 
capacity operation of all plants. By the 
middle of December producers of alkalies 
found themselves so far sold ahead over 
1923, and so rushed to take care of the re- 
maining 1922 business that indifference to- 
ward accepting any more business became 
the definite attitude. 

The sensational changes in arsenic should 
not be ignored, either. During the spring 
and summer little attention was paid to this 
chemical, and supplies were offered by deal- 
ers and importers at low prices without at- 
tracting buyers. By fall the situation had 
completely altered—and for the worse, as 
far as consumers were concerned. It was

definitely established that there was a dras- 
tic shortage; that the insecticide manufac- 
turers could not, even by drawing on the 
entire world’s output, secure sufficient sup- 
plies for the manufacture of as much cal- 
cium arsenate as would be required to take 
care of the American cotton crop. That 
need being definite, supplies very small all 
over the world, and nearly all controlled by 
speculators, the price shot up to record 
levels. Domestic producers could not do 
anything, and Japanese and German inter- 
ests offered nothing worthy consideration. 
The outcome was a government investiga- 
tion, and projects for a more stable method 
of production than hitherto depended on— 
that is, the copper smelters. Relief is not 
yet in sight. 
Miscellaneous Oils 


General business in the market for mis- 
cellaneous oils, fats and greases was fairly 
active during the past year, although much 
of the buying was of a very conservative 
character. Prices showed some irregular- 
ity, many products advancing rather sharply 
at one time during the first quarter of the 
year, after which there was a gradual de- 
cline, followed by a period of generally 
steady prices. 

During the last quarter of the year the 
tendency of prices in not a few instances 
was upward, the strength of the market 
being traceable mainly to the stringency of 
supplies and a rise in cottonseed oil. Pro- 
duction of many oils and greases has been 
curtailed for a considerable period and in 
some cases there is a marked shortage of 
supplies. 


Naval Stores 


The past year in the market for turpen- 
tine was one of abnormally high prices. 
This was due to a shortage in production, 
not only in this country but also abroad. 
Foreign demand for American spirits was 
unusually active at times and owing to the 
great activity in building in all sections of 
this country domestic consumption in paint- 
ing operations was exceptionally large. 
Very sharp advances in prices were of fre- 
quent occurrence, especially during the 
spring and summer months. 

During the latter part of the year the 
tendency of the market was reactionary, 
owing mainly to a falling off in the export 
demand. The fact that the receipts in do- 
mestic primary markets were considerably 
in excess of expectations also had a depress- 
ing effect. 

The course of the market for rosin was 
similar to that for turpentine, although there 
were no such violent fluctuations in prices 
as were witnessed in the latter product. 
Supplies were ample for the requirements 
of the trade throughout the year. 

Stocks of both turpentine and rosin in the 
woods at the close of the year were con- 
sidered unusually small, the high prices pre- 
vailing having resulted in rapid marketing 
of the late production. 


Paint and Varnish Materials 


At the beginning of the year the paint in- 
dustry announced to the world its intention 
of making 1922 the greatest paint and var- 
nish year. It did. Even with peak produc- 
tion of almost all sorts of paint materials, it 
has been very difficult for producers in some 
lines to keep up with the demands of con- 
sumption. In all branches of the paint in- 
dustry the year was a record-breaker. 

The previous year had seen the largest 
white lead business ever known up to that 
time, but 1922 was distinctly a better white 
lead year than was 1921. In spite of in- 
creased production, most makers were be- 
hind with deliveries during a large part of 
the twelve-month. Demand for all pig- 
ments was very good. Lithopone makers 
operated their plants day and night during 
most of the year, and in spite of the fact 
that a large amount of foreign lithopone 
was brought in, American producers got all 
the business they could take care of. The 
end of the year found most of them booked 
ahead to the capacity of production for the 
first six months of 1923. Consumption of

Secrecy Criticized 


The secret policy of the meeting aroused 
a good deal of derogatory criticism among 
those who were excluded, as these meet- 
ings theretofore had been of a _ strictly 
open-to-the-public nature. Some heat was 
expressed because manufacturers, who 
were also importers but not members of 
the Synthetic Organic Chemical Manu- 
facturers’ Association, were excluded. 
They pointed out that many members of 


the association were also importers but 
were included in the conference, while 
they had to wait for a special meeting 


two days later. 

Dr. Charles H. Herty, president of the 
Synthetic Organic Chemical Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, when interviewed by a 
teporter representatfve, declined to say 
what bad taken place at the manufactur- 
ers’ conference beyond the fact that cer- 
tain rules had been suggested to the ap- 
praisers. ‘“‘We were not in a position to 
commit ourselves at the earlier confer- 


ence,” he said, “but we have gone into 
the matter more thoroughly and were 
more able to co-operate with the ap- 
praiser.” 
Importers Shy at Samples 
It was suggested that samples of im- 
ported dyes be submitted to domestic 


manufacturers to determine whether or 
not they are competitive with American 
products. H. A. Metz and his representa- 
tive, E. R. Pickrell, objected to this plan 
as being contrary to the meaning of the 
tariff law. The submitting of samples to 
government departments, they said, was a 
courtesy and not a duty. 

Among the questions brought up was 
thaf.of strength. Another was whether 
a new color formed by mixing two com- 
petitive colors could be considered com- 
petitive. These points will have to be de- 
cided by arbitrary rulings by the ap- 
praisers.

Mr. Lichtenstein, of the Cincinnati 
Chemical Works, also gave as his opinion 
that use is the one determining factor of 
competitivity or comparability. If a color 
has the same shade, but contains new or 
distinctive properties, it should not be de- 
clared competitive. he thought. In reply 
to a direct question from Mr. Donnelly 
he said that he would not like to make 
affidavit, or give bond, as to the use to 
which a dye he imported was going to 
be put. 

In discussing the latter point, Mr. 
Knabe, of John Campbell & Co., stated 
that a dyer was not likely to use a dye 
for any other purpose than that for which 
it was intended, because a dye containing 
special properties would undoubtedly cost 
more than an ordinary dye of the same 


shade. 
Committee Suggested 


Mr. Metz again arose to suggest that 
the appraiser appoint a_ representative 
committee of manufacturers and import- 
ers to make up a list of the predominat- 
ing uses of dyes. He offered to postpone 
a trip to Washington to serve on this 
committee. Mr. Donnelly agreed to this, 
and selected from among those present 
Mr. Metz, Dr. Kutz of the Grasselli Chemi- 
cal Co, Mr. Lichtenstein and Mr. Knabe, 
to meet as such a committee next Wednes- 
day at 11 a. m.

Tariff Board Refuses to Raise 
Duty on Agar-Agar and Stains 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1922. 


The Tariff Commission is understood to 
have practically disposed of two applica- 
tions under the flexible tariff provisions 
of the Fordney-McCumber law. There 
applications related to increase of duties 
on biological stains and agar-agar, it is 
said. As to the first, it was pointed out 
that most biological stains are coal-tar 
products under paragraph 27 or 28 of the 
law, both of which paragraphs contain 
the proviso that commodities under them 
may not have the duty raised on them, 
although the duty might be lowered under 
the flexible provisions of the law. 

In the agar-agar. case it was pointed 
out that none of this article is produced 
in the United States. While the Tariff 
Commission has not decided formally and 
finally that it has no jurisdiction over the 
question of duty changes under the flex- 
ible tariff provisions upon articles not 
produced in this country, it is said that 
that is the way the commission feels 
about this matter. 

Three new applications under the flex- 
ible tariff relating to chemicals have 
reached the commission this month, Gen- 
erally speaking, there is understood to be 
no change in the status of most of the 





total of 90 to 100 applications covering 
various commodities on which duty 
changes are sought under the flexible 


provisions of the act in recent weeks. 





Dye Import Details Coming 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1922. 
The Department of Commerce will be- 
gin with January publication of a month- 
ly list of dye imports in detail by name 
of individual dyes. This is the service 
which has been urged by American dye 
manufacturers. It is believed it will en- 
able them to keep in closer touch with 
the evolution of the industry than has 
been possible heretofore. The list will 
be substantially similar to that used by 
the Tariff Commission in its annual dye 
census. Quantities of each dye imported 
will be shown. The department will send 
two men to New York the first of the 
year, it is understood, to begin work on 
the January import list.

Prohibition Commissioner Repudiates 
Charges Against Perfumery Makers 





Allegations of Illegal Diversion of Alcohol Are Dis- 
claimed—Retail Druggists Also Vindicated 
At Headquarters 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1922. 


The recent protest to the Prohibition 
Commissioner filed by W. L. Crounse on 
behalf of the American Manufacturers of 
reckless 


Toilet Articles against the 
charges made in the daily press by Di- 
vision Chief John D. Appleby of New 


York has drawn a disclaimer from Mr 
Haynes, who takes occasion to pay a 
tribute to the legitimate manufacturers of 
toilet goods for the hearty co-operation 
which these trades have extended to the 
department in its efforts to handle the 
industrial alcohol problem. 

In a statement widely published Chief 
Appleby was quoted as saying that 95 
per cent. of all denatured alcohol released 
in New York City for the manufacture 
of toilet articles was being diverted to 
illegal beverage purposes. He added that, 
of 500,000 gallons of denatured alcohol 
withdrawn monthly, at least 495,000 gal- 
lons were illegally consumed; in other 
words, that only 1 per cent. of the with- 
drawals were legally used. 


Haynes Regrets Incident 


Mr. Haynes’ attention being drawn to 
this reckless statement, he has addressed 
the following letter to Mr. Crounse :— 

Permit me to acknowledge your letter of 
December 18, 1922, in which you call my at- 
tention to a recent reported statement of 
Division Chief John D. Appleby of New York 
to the effect that 95 per cent. of all denatured 
aicohol released in New York city for the 
manufacture of toilet articles each month is 
being diverted to the jllegal manufacture of 
liquor. The same article, I believe, also car- 
ried the statement that five hundred thousand 
gallons of denatured alcohol are released each 
month in New York city. 

The only authentic figures which we have 
in compiled form are those from the annual 
report of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1922 
In that report you will find that the total 
specially denatured alcohol re!eased on formu- 
las 39-A, 39-B and 40 was 3,078,608 gallons 
in the entire United States. These three 
formulas are widely used in the toilet goods 
trades and have been authorized for liniments, 
lotions, toilet waters, high-grade perfumes 
and similar products. The department is aware 


Dye Standards List 
May Be Issued Soon 


Specifications to Be Based on 
1913 Trade—Harmony of 
Interests Urged 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1922. 
_As understood in government chemical 
circles, a tentative list of dye standards 
is soon to be issued by customs authori- 








ties. It is said that work is further along 
on vat dye standardization than with re- 
spect to other dyes. The list of stand- 


ards, it is understood, will give dyes used 
commercially in 1913 and the strength 
percentage of them. Many vat dyes are 
said to be used in 10 or 15 per cent. 
strength. It is expected that they will be 
imported, however, in, say 20 to 30 per 
cent. strength. In such event they wil] 
pay specific duty at twice or thrice the 
7 per cent. rate specified by the law for 
dyes of standard strengths. 

Government experts say that progress 
is being made toward te solution of some 
of the troublesome questions arising under 
the dye schedule of the new tariff act. 
Another conference among representatives 
of government departments and private 
parties most interested is expected here 
to yield some results. Suitable regulations 
will deal with the situation primarily 
rather than agreements among private 
parties, although it is admitted that co- 
operation from parties interested will help 
the government, and it is believed that 
agreement between parties concerned will 
tend to produce results more satisfactory 
to them than if the government were to 
act entirely independently. 


Importers Complain of Embargo 


Dye importers are understood to be 
complaining that there is practically an 
embargo on imports of dyes, and some 
customs officers say that there is ground 
for this complaint, but government chem- 
ists say that the law was not drawn with 
a view to facilitafing importations of dyes. 
The act on its face says that its purpose 
is “to encourage the industries of the 
United States.” 

Government experts say that really dye 
importers have not so much cause for 
complaint as they profess to have. It is 
declared that it is up to the importer to 
state the value of his importation. While 


dye importers have been protesting that 
they cannot tell this, it is said that the 
government cannot tell them, and that 


American producers cannot be expected to 
tell them. Admittedly it is easier to set 
a value on an importation when foreign 
valuation is the basis of assessing duties, 
but thousands of business men demanded 
American valuation in this tariff law. 
They got it on dyes. 


Harmony Is Needed 


The question of what is competitive and 
what not competitive in the dye line is 
admittedly difficult and doubt is expressed 
in government circles that dye importers 
and dye manufacturers will be able to 
agree upon this matter, but certain par- 
ties were not quite ready for last week’s 
conference, it is said, and better results 
may follow after longer notice.

Clean Bill for Druggists 


Washington druggists are “‘among the 
best in the country” in the observance of 
law and regulations concerning the sale 
of liquor on_ physicians’ prescriptions. 
This statement, according to Paul Pear- 
son, prominent local druggist and secre- 
tary of the District of Columbia Retail 
Druggists’ Association, was made to him 
by a field agent of the prohibition forces. 
Mr. Pearson regards this as particularly 
encouraging in view of a warning just 
issued by L. C. Nutt, acting chief of gen- 
agents, to druggists

for liquor. 

Mr. Nutt’s warning was issued on ac- 
count of seizure at a local drug store of 
1,000 counterfeit prescriptions, and said 
that the filling of such fake blanks know- 
ingly by druggists would be considered 
“violation of the terms of their permit 
and sufficient to cause revocation of the 
same.” 

The district association also appears to 
have been vindicated of damaging false 
charges alleged to have been made by 
certain prohibition agents a month or so 
ago. The association presented a formal 
protest to Commissioner Blair and has 
received a reply in which the commis- 
sioner expresses confidence that no reflec- 
tion upon the druggists was intended and 
that having called the attention of the 
prohibition unit to the occasion, he hoped 
no similar situation would arise in the 
future.

Lead Pigment Prices Advanced by All Makers 
—-Quiet Week Closes Greatest Year in 
History of Industry 


» year just ended has been the 
test paint and varnish year. There 

rv reason for believing that it will 
b sible to repeat these words with 
periect truth at the beginning of 1924. 
General conditions contributed to make 
the year a record breaking one, but the 
momentum that carried the industry 
to the goal strived for was created by 
co-operation within the industry that 
made possible the employment of con- 
structive methods of trade expansion. 

Naturally, the last week of the year 
was not a period of active business. 
Orders were held back until after the 
first and inventories demanded more 
attention than selling efforts. However, 
there was less to inventory this year 
than usual, as consumption has been 
so heavy that stocks in all hands are 
small. 

The most important happening of the 
week was the advancing of the price of 
lead pigments by the producers who 
had not made the quarter of a cent a 
pound advance noted in last week’s 
Reporter. The market is now estab- 
lished at the new level, and the leading 
producers have notified their customers 
that they will protect them by a rebate 
on stocks on hand if there should be a 
reduction in the prices before June 980. 
Having made this announcement, they 
are ready for the booking of business. 
The protection against declines is an 
old custom of the trade, but recently 
there has been no such clause in con- 
tracts, the time for which prices were 
protected having expired in November 
and not having been renewed until last

week. 

Business last week was no indication 
of the sort that is to be looked for 
from now on. Although the advance in 
pig lead has forced lead pigments to a 
much higher level than that of a year 
ago, there is no indication that the ad- 
vance has had any effect upon con- 
sumption. Pig lead is $51 a ton higher 
than it was a year ago, and no further 
explanation as to the advance in lead 
pigments is needed. The margin be- 
tween pigment prices and the price of 
the raw material is a little narrower 
than it was a year ago. It is cheaper to 
produce when plants are operated to 
capacity than when production is cur- 
tailed, and this fact has held down the 
prices of some paint material which 
could not be profitably sold at today’s 
prices if demand were so slack as to 
call for part time production. 

The advance in pig lead has been a 
most sensational one, but there have 
been many other advances in materials 
used in the paint industry, and last 
year was a period of increasing rather 
than decreasing production’ costs. 
Paint will cost more this spring than it 
did last, but the increase will not be 
greater than the average increase in 
the cost of building materials, and 
there is nothing that would indicate 
that this increase is going to curtail 
new construction work during the 
coming year. Paint consumption at the 
present time is unusually heavy for this 
time of the year, and there promises to 
be a shortage of painters in many sec- 
tions of the United States when the 
spring painting season gets fairly un- 
der way. 

While corroders are starting the new 
year even, some producers of other 
lines of paint materials have sold up 
for six months ahead. This is proof of 
the fact that consumers have got over 
their fear of over-ordering and that the 
early months of 1923 will not see the 
hand-to-mouth buying that marked the 
first quarter of 1922. The fact that 
such great conservatism was shown in 
Placing orders was perhaps an excel- 
lent thing in the end. Consumption was

so heavy that seasonal buying became 
a thing of the past, and, as there had 
been no stocking up, business was 
spread over the entire year, which is a 
thing to be desired in any industry. 
There was no opportunity last year for 
stocks to accumulate outside of first 
hands, and the fact that in many lines 
consumers could not get deliveries as 
rapidly as they wanted them has re- 
sulted in more willingness to consider 
future requirements. Orders during the 
next few months promise to be for 
larger quantities than during the early 
months of 1922. 

There has been an expansion of pro- 
duction capacity in the paint industry 
during the last twelve months, but 
there promises to be a much greater 
increase during the present year. Last 
year was a period that was calculated 
to encourage plant expansion and the 
organization of new producing com- 
panies, and the domestic output of 
paints and paint materials promises to 
be considerably greater at the end of 
this year than at the beginning. 

Aside from the firming of the lead 
pigment market at the new level, there 
were no price changes of any impor- 
tance during the holiday week, but the 
tone of the whole market was firm. 


Pig Lead and Zinc 


PIG LEAD.—Not much was doing in 
the pig lead market last week. The 
tone was strong, however, in spite of 
the dullness, and prices were un- 
changed at 7.25c. a pound for spot, New 
York delivery, and 7.05c., East St. Louis 
delivery. Producers have most of the 
January output sold. The strength of 
the market is entirely the result of 
the scarcity of the metal, as the de- 
mand has been far from active since 
the last advance in the price. 

ZINC.—The market fluctuated with- 
in a narrow range during the period, 
and the net change for the week was 
small. The demand was light, but 
there was considerable interest shown 
that pointed to new business early in 
the new year. The small stocks car- 
ried over from the old year into the 
new do not suggest any impending de- 
cline. New York was quoted at 7.30c. 
to 7.35¢c. a pound, and East St. Louis 
at Te. to 7.05c. 


Pigments 


The day after Christmas the largest 
producer of lead pigments announced 
an advance of 4c. a pound on all sorts 
of pigments produced from lead. This 
was in line with the advance made by 
other companies the previous week. At 
the same time it was announced that 
buyers would be protected against 
price declines up to the end of June. 
The same protection on stocks on hand 
is guaranteed by the other producers. 
The industry is now in position to book 
business up to the middle of the year, 
and a record breaking demand is ex- 
pected in spite of the fact that lead 
pigments are on a much higher level 
than at the beginning of last year as 
the direct result of the great increase 
in the price of pig lead which occurred 
during 1922. In booking forward busi- 
ness the lead corroders are behind the 
makers of lithopone and zine oxide, 
who have booked so much business for 
delivery during the first and second 
quarters of the year that some of the 
big lithopone makers are out of the 
market, 

Naturally last week was not a period 
during which a great amount of new 
business was booked, but there was 
enough interest shown in all sorts of 
pigments to point to a very active de- 
mand from January 1 on. Not only are 
stocks in first hands unusually small 
for this season of the year, but stocks 
in all hands are below normal, and 
production during the first quarter of 
1923 promises to be heavier than dur- 
ing any quarter of last year.

To Foreign and Domestic Buyers— 
Inquiry Good 


Demand for naval stores was more 


active in the local market last week 
and the tendency of prices was up- 
ward in the main, especially in the 
case of turpentine, which closed at a 


net advance on Friday of lle. per gal- 
lon, as compared with the final quota- 
tion of the previous week. Net changes 


in rosin prices were unimportant, but 
most grades showed a rise for the 
week of 15c. to 20c. per unit. 


The recovery in turpentine was due 
largely to an unexpected upturn in 
English markets and an increase in 
the foreign demand in primary mar- 
kets in the South. Opinions differed 
as to the quantity sold for export 
during the week, but wccording to some 
in the trade here, the takings were 
the largest for a number of weeks 
past. Owing to the advance abroad 
and the increased foreign call on this 
side of the water, there was a notice- 
able increase in the volume of inquiries 
received from domestic consumers and 
dealers, though so far as the local 
market was concerned, much of the 
demand from domestic buyers was con- 
tined to moderate quantities, 

The developments of the week, how- 
ever, not unnaturally created a more 
optimistic feeling in trade circles con- 
cerning the future. Reports in regard 
to the condition of general business in 
this country have been encouraging 
recently and there is a belief among 
not a few that as the new year ad- 
vances a gradual improvement in the 
demand for turpentine is likely to be 
witnessed. Supplies in the hands of 
dealers and consumers are generally 
regarded as usually light, while the in- 
dications point to liberal consumption 
in painting operations throughout the 
winter, There has been some slowing 
down of building recently, but the 
amount of this work still in progress 
is said to be greater than ever before 
at this season. 

The movement of turpentine from the 
woods to the primary markets of the 
South has not fallen off in the man- 
ner that some had expected, as the 
high prices prevailing have had the 
effect of prolonging activity in the 
woods, but the belief persists that a 
decided drop in the shipments from 
the interior is very near at hand. It 
is estimated by some that not more 
than 5 per cent. of the crop remains 
in the woods or much less than the 
probable requirements of users in the 
paint and other large consuming in- 
dustries, 

The course of the London and Liver- 
pool markets last week and the in- 
crease in the foreign demand were re- 
garded by some in the trade here as 
indications that there is more appre- 
hension abroad than was supposed to 
exist in regard to supplies during the 
remainder of the season. 

Foreign purchases of rasin 
Jacksonville and Savannah 
last week were on so liberal 
as to create the impression among 
some in the trade that foreign con- 
sumers have abandoned the belief that 
prices are likely to seek a lower level. 
The demand from domestic consumers 
and dealers was of a conservative char- 
acter as a rule, but the increased cail

Turpentine 

Developments in the local market for 
turpentine were of a bullish character 
last week, demand showing an increase 
and the trend of prices being upward. 
At the close of the market on Friday, 
$1.47 per gallon was quoted for spirits 
of turpentine, showing an advance for 
the week of llc. per gallon. Wood tur- 
pentine advanced to $1.40 per gallon 
for wood distilled, and to $1.28 for de- 
structive distilled. 

The action of the foreign and South- 
ern markets stimulated interest on the 
part of local consumers, and in some 
quarters the volume of business closed 
for the week was dgscribed as the 
largest for some weeks past. Supplies 
in the hands of local consumers and 
dealers appear to be light in many 
cases,

Larger Shipments 


from Argentina— 


Linseed Oil Firm 


A development of interest in the do- 
mestic speculative flaxseed markets 
last week was an increase in the de- 
mand for the distant futures. For 
some time past the cash and December 
positions have monopolized much of the 
attention of the trade, but last week 
there was a noticeable disposition 
among traders to take hold of the May 
option, and also to some extent July. 
Prices took an irregular course, but 
the distant months showed conspicu- 
ous strength at times. The Buenos 
Aires market also showed irregularity, 
but changes in prices there were not 
very marked. 

Some advices latterly received from 
Argentina in regard to threshing re- 
turns have been rather unfavorable, 
but the belief of not a few here is that 
the indications point to a heavy yield 
in that country, an opinion which has 
been strengthened by the action of the 
Buenos Aires market. The weather 
was favorable in Argentina during the 
week for threshing and marketing the 
crop, fine conditions prevailing, though 
showers occurred on one day. The 
movement from the interior to the sea- 
board was larger and there was a gain 
in port stocks for the week of 400,000 
bushels, despite the fact that exports 
were larger than in the previous week. 

Shipments from Argentina to all des- 
tinations for the week were 772,000 
bushels, against 516,000 in the previous 
week, and 1,279,000 bushels last year. 


The total exports for the year were 
37,116,000 bushels, against 49,814,000 
bushels in the previous year. The 


shipments from India during the week 
ended December 23 were 116,000 bush- 
els to the United Kingdom and 8,000 to 
the Continent. 

Linseed oil was firm. New business 
was quiet, but there was a steady call 
for deliveries on unfilled contracts. 
Flaxseed cuke and meal were quiet and 


| Flaxseed 


DULUTH, Minn., Dec. 26, 1922. 

The growing interest so far as flax 
is concerned in this market just at 
present is in May, and the interest is 
sustained. Even before the close of 
navigation interest in spot seed began 
to wane, May was looking up, and 
since then it has eclipsed the evident 
desire on the part of some to dabble in 


January. The January interest is con- 
fined principally to the “to arrive” 
seed, which is merely early January 


delivery now. 

Much May dealing is being indulged 
in. Whether the real cause of this is 
to keep up the interest of farmers in 
next year’s crop, to boost which there 
is a great campaign now on, or because 
dealers actually want to get ready for 
next year’s business is a question, with 
the chances in favor of the former. 
The effort to have more flax sown with 
wheat is being pushed aggressively, 
and several farmers’ groups have al- 
ready voted favorably on it. It is 
hoped to have it adopted in quite,a 
large area before the new crop is sown. 

In spot seed interest is waning as 
that in May grows, but crushers are 
buying on the declines, and Minneapo- 
lis is stil lasking for immediate sup- 
plies right along.

per gallon was generally quoted. The 
prevailing spot quotation for carload

Oil Futures Higher with Trading Active—Crude 
Oil Goes Up on Large Sales—Meal and 
Cake Quiet 


The features of the market for cot- 
tonseed products last week were an 
increase in the transactions in refined 
oil futures in the local market and 
large sales of crude oil in the South 
with a rise in prices for both refined 
and crude. There were few develop- 
ments of interest in the seed situation 
while cake and meal continued quiet. 

Last Monday, December 25, being a 
legal holiday, trading in refined cotton- 
seed oil futures on the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange was suspended. The 
total transactions for four business 
days of the week were 120.800 barrels 
as compared with 66,100 barrels for 
lve days of the previous week and 
61,700 barrels two weeks ago. Prices 
advanced on a rise in cotton, lard and 
other commodities, buying by commis- 
sion houses and covering of shorts. 


Lint cotton futures in the local mar- 
ket were irregular at times, but in the 
main the tendency was upward. Jan- 
uary closed at 26.40c.; March, 26.65c., 
and May, 26.67¢c., showing a net ad- 
vance for the week as compared with 
the closing quotations of the previous 
Friday of about $3 to $3.50 per bale.

Demand for meal 
was limited, but there was no increase 
in offerings and the market remained 
firm at $41 to $42 per ton for 7 per 
cent. Cake was nominal owing to 
scarcity. 


Cottonseed Oil 


The general drift of refined cotton- 
seed oil futures in the local market 
was upward last week, the extreme ad- 
vance on the more active months 
amounting to 57 to 69 points, January 
showing the greatest strength. Fore- 
most as factors in the rise were bull- 
ish developments in cotton, lard and 
crude cottonseed oil. Other strength- 
ening influences were a rise in grain 
prices, more encouraging reports in 
regard to conditions of general trade 
in this country and a belief that some 
action will be taken sooner or later 
at Washington to help Europe. 

Crude oil advanced sharply in all 
parts of the South, with an increased 
demand from packers and _ refiners. 
Sales were reported in various sec- 
tions at as high as 9%c. per pound, 
which compared with 814c., the quota- 
tion prevailing at the close of the 
previous week. According to reports 
circulated in the trade, anywhere from 
400 to 500 tanks were sold during the 
week at from 8%c. to 94c. per pound. 

Sharp advances occurred at times 
in prices on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, the May option touching 27.10c 
per pound, making a rise within about 
three weeks of $15 a bale. The devel- 
opments in the market for lint cotton 
have influenced cottonseed oil to an 
unusual degree this season and some 
think this is likely to be the case for 
many weeks to come. The big rise in 
cotton has placed farmers in the South 
in a very strong financial position and 
has enabled them to hold seed for 
prices that they considered satisfac- 
tory. In scattered instances there was 
some shading of seed prices reported 
last week, but in most sections ho!ders 
seemed to be as firm as ever. Advices 
received from the Southwest at the 
close of the week continued to quote 
$50 to $51 per ton for carlots at com- 
mon shipping points in Georgia, and 
$53 at Atlanta. 

Lard futures in the Chicago mar- 
ket displayed conspicuous strength at 
times, a fact which was not without 
the shorts in cottonseed

Lard 
compound, though quiet, was stronger, 
manufacturers in some cases advanc- 
ing prices 50c. to 75c. per 100 pounds, 
Supplies of cottonseed oil in the hands 
of manufacturers of compound are 
supposed to be small. The general 
market for oils, fats and greases was 
firm, with scarcity noted of some prod- 
ucts. Advances occurred in tallow, 
oleo, stearin and corn, peanut, soya 
bean and coconut oils. 

There was good buying at times, at- 
tributed to Western and Eastern re- 


finers. This buying was on a scale 
sufficient to excite some comment, 
Commission houses with connections 


in the South and West were also good 
buyers. Outside public interest in the 
speculation showed a noteworthy in- 
crease. Local and other shorts 
covered, some of this covering being 
on stop loss orders. 

On all advances there was scattered 
realizing by recent buyers. This selling 
caused occasional recessions in prices, 
There was also some selling on the 
short side for account of those who be- 
lieve that the advance has more than 
discounted much if not all that is bull- 
ish in the situation. There was also 
more or less selling on the idea that 
much of the short interest has been 
eliminated, that the technical situation 
has been weakened and that a reaction 
is due on general principles after the 
recent steady advance. 

Holders of crude oil in the South 
seem disposed to sell more freely at 
around 9c. According to some, the 
ho-dings of both seed and crude ojl in 
the South are heavy. Export business 
in cottonseed oil continued dull and 
some in the trade here take the ground 
that there is no likelihood of any in- 
crease in the size of the export outlet 
with the tariff of importations of 
Oriental vegetable oils into this coun- 
try diverting such products to the 
large consuming centres of Europe. 
The shipments of cottonseed oil from 
this port to foreign countries last week 
amounted to only 625 barrels. A sale 
of 650 tons of Oriental peanut oil was 
reported for shipment to Canada where 
the tariff on this product was recently 
abolished. 


At times lard and cotton futures 
weakened, The live hog situation is 
considered bearish, The weight of the 


hogs received in Chicago showed a 
further increase. The movement of 
hogs to western markets was larger 
November brought the heaviest run of 
hogs to market of any month since 
January, 1921.

Warehouse Bill Reported 
Favorably by Committee 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1922. 

The Harris bill to broaden the scope 
of the United States Warehouse act has 
veen reported favorably from the House 
Committee on Agriculture, which hopes to 
lave the measure taken up in the House 
netore long. The bill would permit the 
Secretary of Agriculture to determine 
What agricultural and horticultural prod- 
ucts are suitable for storage under the 
act. Under this discretionary power cot-

The bill further proposes to amend sec- 
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tion 15 of the act so as to 
question of doubt which has arisen as to 
woether flaxseed and grain must be in- 
spected and graded under the provisions 
of the act.

Kither of these methods results in preserving 
the identity of the particular grain stored, 


and there is no valid reason why a requirement 
should be imposed by law upon identity-pre 


served grain which is not imposed upon the 
other products, such as ¢otton, now mentioned 
in the act. 





Bribery Bill Not Favored 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26, 1922. 


Interests seeking consideration for the 
commercial bribery bill by the Senate 
before adjournment March 4 have been 


advised that Senator Nelson of Minne- 
sota, chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 


tee, is strongly opposed to the measure 
believing it to be unconstitutional. Ad- 
mittedly it is difficult to define commer- 


cial bribery, which is penalized under the 
bill that passed the House of Representa- 
tives some time ago, and to separate 
commercial bribery from the ordinary 
courtesies which would be exchanged be- 
tween buyer and seller.

Narcotic Evil Is Not 
So Serious as Reported 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26, 1922. 
Questoned on the narcotic situation 
recently, Federal Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Haynes said that while it is always 
“alarming,” yet from a careful survey 
of the situation there seems to be no 
justification for many of the reports cur- 


rent as to its seriousness. 

L. G. Nutt, chief of the narcotic divi- 
sion of the prohibition unit, has just 
turned from Chicago, where he studied 
conditions as regards enforcement of 
narcotic laws. He stated in a report to 


Mr. Haynes that the report to the effect 


that the number of drug addicts in the 
United States has “increased 1,400 per 
cent. in six years” is not based upon 
fact. 

An increase of 1,400 per cent. would 
mean that all the people in America are 
addicts, it is said. Prohibition head- 
quarters is authority for the statement 
toat estimates by those in close touch

ind in free warehouses to bottle such spirits 
under the supervision of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and upon the owner’s giving 
sufficient bond against the unlawful diversion 
of such spirits while in transformation. 





Wine Inventories Required 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26, 1922. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau requires 
an inventory of all wines held on Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, by proprietors of wineries 
or storerooms and wholesale liquor deal- 


ers, which inventory is to be rendered to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue not 
later than February 5, This is the sense

Margarin Makers Tell About 
Purity and Use of Product 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1922. 

The Institute of Margarin Manufactur- 
ers, through J. S. Abbott, secretary, has 
recently issued its bulletin No. 4, entitled 
“Oleomargarine: Its Purity, Wholesome- 
ness and Economic Importance.’’ The de- 
clared purpose of the bulletin is ‘‘to set 
forth the fact that oleomargarine, also 
called margarin and margarine, is a clean, 
pure and wholesome article of food, and 
that it is scientifically made of the food 
products of American agriculture under 
government supervision. It therefore has 
a rightful place in our diet as well as in 
our economic system.” 

The bulletin describes the manufac- 
ture, use, and so on, of oleomargarine, 
and includes tables showing the identity 
and amounts of various materials used 
in making the product, the digestibility 
and energy value of edible fats, and the 
number of oleomargarine factories, per 
capita consumption, and the production of 
the product in the most important coun- 
tries of the world in various years. 

Quoting the United States Department 
of Agriculture on the importance of fatty 
foodstuffs in the diet, the institute’s bul- 
letin says:— 

An abundant supply of fat is of major im- 
portance in the consideration of nutrition, 
whether of the individual, or the nation. Not 
only are fats wholesome, palatable, and most

useful in cooking, but many also carry fat- 
soluble vitamin A, 
An adequate national food policy therefore 


requires that an abundant fat supply be main- 
tained during peace times as well as during 
war, and there is justification for the efforts 
made to find new sources of food fats and to 
make better use of those we now have. 


Oils and Fats Exports in 
November and Eleven Months 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1922. 

Exports of animal oils and fats from 
the United States in November reached 
an aggregate value of $9,806,889, com- 
pared with $7,704,913 in November, 1921, 
according to records of the Department 
of Commerce. Such exports during the 
11 months ended November, last, amounted 
to $106.996,190 in value, compared with 
$137,300.324 for the first 11 months of 
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some small business in Europe, but pri- 
marily to the searcity of oil.

kow) producing area, and that which re.

Corn Products 
showed decided strength and made a 
net advance of 1°, points. while U. 8S.

There has been some decrease in the 
long interest recently without disturb- 
ing the market to any extent, and 
brokers do not consider that it begins 
the new year in an over-bought posi- 
tion.

Records—Some Advances in Western 
Crudes—Gasoline Dull 


It has got to a point when it is taken 
quite as a _ matter of course that every 
week should be a record maker as far 
as the domestic production of crude 
oil is concerned, and the petroleum in- 


dustry is beginning to wonder if this 


condition of affairs is to continue 
throughout 1923. That production 
within a few months will be much 


greater than it is to-day seems certain, 
for California reports more and more 


gil each week, and Smackover pro- 
duction is So great that it can not be 
properly handled or correctly esti- 


mated. In some other fields, wells are 
being checked because the oil can not 
pe taken care of, and development 
plans for 1923, call for a great deal of 
wildcatting. 


Domestic production has been _ in- 
creased more than 300,000 barrels a 
day, during the last year, At the 


present time California is producing 30 


per cent. of domestic crude oil, while 
in 1917 its production amounted to 
only 16.5 per cent. of the total. At its 
present rate of production, California 


would bring in more oil in a year than 


the tota] production of the United 
States in 1908, and as its vield at the 
present time is about 200,000 barrels 
a day more than a year ago, there is 
no telling what the Pacific Coast will 
do during 1923.

Quite a number of 
sellers of fuel oil, including refiners, have 
tested out the crude and state that they 
do not care to sell it to their customers 
and that the supply will not be great 
ina short time. There is enough of it to 
slow down the demand for refinery fuel 
oil. Prices are firmer than a week ago; 
the avers figure is 95c., group 3. 

Gas ¢ Ss quiet. Toe gas companies 
are receiving large supplies on contracts, 
and little buying is being done in the 
open markef.

Among the salt domes that have thus 
far failed to reward the oil man for 
his drilling are the so-called “interior 
domes,” those that lie far inland.

has just been issued by the United 
States Geological Survey, Department 
of the Interior. This bulletin should 


be helpful to anyone who is interested 
in the production of oil from salt 
domes. 


A report just published by the United 
States Geological Survey, describing 
the conditions in the Ranger oil field, 
will be of interest both to geologists 
and Oi] operators who have to do with 
North-central Texas. This report, 
which was prepared by Frank Reeves, 
and is numbered bulletin 736-E, con- 
tains maps showing the configuration 
of the main oil-yielding sand at Ranger, 
as well as one showing the structure 
indicated by the surface rocks, together 


with descriptions of outcropping for- 
mations, the formations that are 
drilled through, and the oil-yielding 
beds. 





Venice Turpentine Is Not 
Found in Bordeaux Market 


3ordeaux, France, is not now and ap- 


parently never has been a market for 
Venice turpentine, American Consul 
Jaeckel reports to the U. S. Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce in re- 


sponse to an inquiry. The article men- 
tioned is neither received nor dealt in in 
the Bordeaux district, it is reported, and 
dealers in resinous products appear to 
have no relations, direct or indirect, with 
the producers thereof. 

The true or natural Venice turpentine 
is really a rosin paste, according to Bor- 
deaux dealers, which is softened in a 
eylindrical drum, mixed with other chemi- 
cals, and thereafter used principally in 
the manufacture of certain pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations, but also apparently in 
the manufacture of lacquer. If is pro- 
duced from the “pin laricio” (pinus larix), 
which is grown in certain Mediterranean 
and Adriatie districts. 

It is also possible, it is reported, to 
manufacture a pseudo Venice turpentine 
from the product of the maritime pine of 
the Bordeaux region. It was made in 
that region some years ago, it seems, but 
not at the present time. 

Reports from Marseille are to the effect 
that Venice turpentine is not produced 
nor dealt in in that district. It is im- 





ported from Italy, it is pointed out, 
chiefly from the vicinity of Venice and 
Trieste. and in small quantities only. It 


is further reported that it can be bought 


in the Marseille market for about 400 
frances per 100 kilograms. It is used 
chiefly for pharmaceutical preparations, 
it seems, such as plasters. 

A certain quantity of Bordeaux and 
Marseille turpentine is being sold in the

Gas and Fuel Oils 


uel oil prices in the Middle West 
held steady last week and there was no 
change in quotations on bunker oil at 
Atlantic seaports. In the West there is 
a great deal of readjustment going on 
to get producers and consumers of one 
mind as to what effect the putting of 
erude on a gravity basis should have 
on prices of fuel oil when based upon 
crude quotations, It will be some time 
before all the disputes which have 
originated can be settled. There has 
been a great increase in the domestic 
consumption of fuel oil, especially in 
the West, during the past year, and 
there is a promise that the Kast may 
soon come to use it as much for heating 
as it is being used in Kansas City and 
other Western cities. Such an expan- 
sion of consumption is much needed to 
provide an outlet for the ever increas- 
ing production. 





KMastern refineries are getting enough 
California oil to make un for the de- 
crease in the imports of Mexican, and 
in many ways it is a more satisfactory 
crude to handle. Little Mexican has 
been coming in recently that was not 
very heavy oil, and more of other prod- 
ucts besides fuel oil can be obtained 
from the California oil. As long as 
California oil is as cheap and plentiful 
us it is at present there will be no 
shortage of gas or fuel oil either on 
the Pacific or the Atlantic coast. 

There was little done in gus oil dur- 
ing the period, as most large consum- 
ers are covered up to the middle of the 
present year. The price was nominally 
unchanged, but if there had been large 
business offering it could probably have 
been shaded.

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in this respect has been seen in the 
jobbing market. ; 

There was not much difference in the 
size of stocks at the beginning of 1923 
from what they were at the beginning 
of 1922; but, considering the increase 
in production and the industrial sit- 
uation abroad, it is something that 
there was no increase during the year. 
There is a general feeling in the mar- 
ket that 1923 is going to be a much 
petter year than 1922 was.

TULSA, Dec. 27, 1922. 

A 1-cent advance in the price of gaso- 
line has featured trading in the oil prod- 
ucts market in the past few days. The 
advance came as a surprise in the trade, 
where it is known that market conditions 
are unchanged. Not a great deal of buy- 
ing is being done; in fact, it is said that 
the advance is rather in anticipation of 
buying than because of it. 

Some refiners explain that it was ut- 
terly impossible to continue to sell gaso- 
line at the prices that have prevailed for 
some time, as it was unprofitable. It is 
believed by some that the reason for the 
steadily declining prices is liquidation by 
small plants preparatory to the turn of 
the year. Many interests would rather 
have the casa in the bank than the prod- 
uct in the tank. 

The first advance came last Wednes- 
day, but due to the fact that there was 
considerable stuff being moved at the old 
prices it was not taken seriously and it 
was not believed it would become general. 
This move was in the form of a \e. to 
14c, boost by two or three refiners. Near 
the close of the week more refiners posted 
tae new price and it was generally 
adapted, The second 4c. advance was 
made Tuesday morning, the first day of 
business following the holiday, and this 


raise also became general, but more 
quickly than the first. By Wednesday 
afternoon no offers of new navy were 


being made below 11%c. as compared 
with large offerings at the opening of last 
week at 10c. 

So far as can be ascertained there has 
not yet been any buying attracted by the 
rise. The trading is about average for 
this time of the year. One of the largest 
orders filled in the past few days is said 
to have been for ten cars. Many small 
orders which have been held up during 
the past two weeks in anticipaion of the 
new navy market going to 10c. flat before 
the year ended were put in the market 
this week, it is said. But in nearly every 
instance these orders were for one to 
five cars. 

While there is not sufficient trading in 
the market to cause confusion, there 
nevertheless exists such a_ condition. 
Large buyers are not active even to the 
small extent that they have shown in 
the past few weeks. They believe the 
raise of prices is arbitrary and uncalled 
for, because prices waoich refiners now 
claim cannot give them profits on opera- 
tions have ruled for several weeks. 

KEROSENE, —.Quotations have also 
been marked up, but so far as known 
there has been no trading at the new 
prices. The 41-43 product sold as low as 
4%,c. in the past week previous to the 
marking up. The increasing supply of 
tank cars which, it was pointed out in 
these columns last week, was responsible 
for the weakness of kerosene in the past 
month, also caused the decline to 4%&c. 
In spite of the marking up, kerosene is 
still available at last week’s quotations, 

Whether the new quotations will hold 
is problematical at this time. The naiural 
laws will govern the action of the market 
in tne next few weeks. If the products 
are selling below their cost, as some re- 
finers now maintain, a rapid rebound is 
the only course. It is also likely that the 
gain will be held, but if the move is arbi- 
trary action caused by the belief that the 
products may as well sell higher as lower, 
there will be a reaction which will carry 
quotations to whatever level at which 
buying will be attracted to prevent fur- 
ther declines. This is the reasoning of 
close market observers. 

It is admitted by some refiners that the 
market pendulum swings as far out of 
line in a declining market as it does in 
a rising market, and for this reason the 
sudden recoil in prices is only a case in 
point of the pendulum swinging too far 
in the declining market. That prices were 
unusually low before the rise took place is 
unquestioned, but that it was not the cus- 
tomary large buying which in the normal 
trend of events causes a market to snap 
back as this one did this week is also 
unquestioned. 

LUBRICATING OILS.—Lubricants are 
unchanged. There are some good inquiries 
in the market, and trauing has been sat- 
isfactory. 

FUEL AND GAS OILS.—The price of 
fuel oil remains unchanged. There has 
heen some new buying due to the cold 
weuther and also to the fact that conver- 
sions from coal to oil continue with rapid- 
ity. The product is quoted at 90c. to 95c. 
« barrel in seller's cars and lic. below 
these prices in buyer’s cars. Gas oil is 
still in good demand and scarce at cur- 
rent prices. Some good orders are said 
to be in the market.

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Argentina Controls 
Traffic in Narcotics 


Executive Decree Aligns Nation 
With The Hague Opium 


Convention 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1922. 

Traffic in narcotics in the Argentine 
Republic has been placed under govern- 
ment contro, the Executive having issued 
a decree November 6, which prohibits the 
importation of opium, cocaine, morphine 
and derivatives except through the port 
of Buenos Aires, according to a report 
from American Commercial Attache Feely, 
at the Argentine capital, to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The Argentine Goyernment has in mind 
the celebration of conyentions with other 
countries regulating the traffic in alka- 
loids, it is said. The American State De- 
partment, however, has not been notified 
that Argentina has formerally ratified The 
Hague opium convention, it is stated. 

The decree provides that beginning 
ninety days after the date thereof (which 
would be February 6, 1923), the importa- 
tion of opium and its derivatives, Indian 
hemp, heroine, cocaine and its salts and 
derivatives may only be effected througi 
the port of Buenos Aires with the author- 
ization and intervention of the National 
Hygiene Department, the custom house 
officials being instructed not to permit the 
clearance of any of these products with- 
out the official authorization of the said 
department. 

Such products may only be imported by 
wholesale and retail druggists for me- 
dicinal and scientific purposes, after proof 
to the Department of Hygiene that the 
importer is a wholesale or retail druggist, 
accompanied, if necessary, by a certificate 
to that effect from the Provincial author- 
ities. 

The period of ninety days stipulated in 
the decree, it appears, only applies to 
wholesale or retail druggists located out- 
side Buenos Aires, the importation of 
these products by individuals being pro- 
hibited as from the date of the decree, 
November 6, last.

The essential oil market last week 
fairly steady affair. lor the 
most part sellers appeared to be in 
a waiting mood, not being disposed 
toward any attempt to stimulate a de- 
mand which at this season of the year 
is always more or less lacking. Prices 
were generally well maintained 
throughout the trade and considering 
the moderate character of trading, the

most part lacking. 


Trade feeling was mostly very hope- 
ful for the future. There seemed to 
exist a well formed conviction that 
once business gets underway after the 
turn of the year trading will be active 
and then under present conditions the 
market can hardly have anything ap- 
proaching a set back, 

There was little of conspicuous weak- 
ness manifested in any oil last week, 
save in clove, which was naturally un- 
der pressure because of the pending 
arrival of much low priced spice. As 
there have been fair forward sales 
of oil to be made from lé6c. to 1Te. 
per pound spice, it seemed certain that 
once deliveries of this oil began, com- 
petition would revise spot prices down- 
ward. 

This oil was unquestionably weak. 
In contrast to it was the local posi- 
tion of peppermint oil. The market 
of the recent past has utterly reversed 
itself. Instead of being under pressure, 
prices have buoyed up materially fol- 
lowing the cleaning up of most primary 
market stocks of distressed oil. Along 
with that has come a concentration of 
the remaining stocks in firm hands 
and values have consequently firmed 
up sharply. This movement had been 
predicted and seemed to be in line with 
the reduced production last summer 
and the high prices which were paid 
for stocks when the decrease in crop 
became known, The prices then paid 
were at least even with those now 
prevailing on spot. 

The citrus oils all seemed 
easy and under depression, owing 
principally to the indifferent attitude 
of buyers, Shipment prices were in- 
clined to ease off, but at least a por- 
tion of this was discounted by the 
fairly well sustained position of ex- 
change. Camphor oil was another arti- 
cle under depression. This was due 
to the excess supply now in Japan as 
the result of accumulated stocks. 

A stronger and higher position de- 
veloped in sandalwood. The Mysore 
Syndicate in London has advanced 
prices. When this is taken in conjunc- 
tion with the much improved situa- 
tion in and higher cost of sterling ex- 
change, there was little wonder that 
local prices were advanced last week 
irrespective of the limited character 
of demand. Other strong articles in- 
cluded hemlock, spruce, artificial mus- 
tard, cedar leaf, cummin, cassia and

Replaced by Methanol 


discussion of means of 
obviating the mistaken use of wood 
alcohol with its disastrous consequences, 
the general substitution of the name 
“menthanol” has been recommended by 
the Board of Governors of the National 
Wood Chemical Association. It is ex- 
pected that trade usage will speedily 
adopt the new name for the sake of 
safety. 

The action of its governors has been 
published to the members of the National 
Wood Chemical Association in the fol- 
lowing letter signed by President W. L. 
Heim and Secretary F. J. Goodfellow:— 

The large number of casualties due to drink- 
ing liquor containing wood alcohol has for 
many years directed attention to the necessity 
of adopting some measures that would remove 
the danger to human life and surround the use 
of this product with a greater degree of safety. 

One of the most advanced steps in this di- 
rection was taken when the American Chem- 
ical Society suggested the use of a word which 
did not contain the word, ‘‘Alcohol,’’ and that 
the term ‘‘Methanol’’ be employed. This term 
has since been used extensively by many large 
manufacturers, also by the Forest Products 
Laboratory, the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion, the Mellon Institute of Industrial Re- 
search, and others.

Arabic Shortage Acute—Stocks of Camphor In- 
crease and Prices Drop—Shellac Scarce 
and Strong 


The gum and wax market last 
was fairly active, considering the sena- 
son of the year. Over and beyond the 


question of demand and sales, devel- 
opments of importance were reported 
in relation to primary market condi- 
tions. 

This was especially noted as con- 
cerned the gum arabic, The old crop 
of gum has been cleaned up, accord- 
ing to cables received, and nothing 
in the way of important quantities 
can come out until the new crop sea- 


son sometime in March or thereabouts. 
There Was a pronounced shortage on 


spot. Dealers restricted sales to their 
established trade and refused much 
business of a new character. Much 


higher prices were freely predicted. 
Camphor was rather auil and prices 
displuyed a tendency toward easiness 
which resulted in somewhat lower 
quotations coming into effect as con- 
cerned imported refined. Temporarily, 
at least. the market was subject to 
the effect of a slight increase in stocks 
and a limited demand, Nothing fur- 
ther has been announced relative to 
the next quarter’s allotment of B B 
crude to the celluloid makers, The 
qguantity to be taken is still under 
cover, but it is understood to be a size- 
able amount. Of interest was the re- 
port that the proposal of an ad valorem 


duty on camphor at such time, as

Prohibition Revocation Cases 


May Be Retried in the Courts 
BOSTON, 1922, 
George W. Anderson, in a find- 
expected to have nation-wide 
influence on enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law, ruled in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday that courts of equity 
have, under the national prohibition act, 
the power to try anew the issues upon 
which liquor-selling permits have been re- 
voked by the prohibition commissioner or 
State prohibition directors. Though it is 
believed the section thus interpreted has 
never before been ruled upon in any 
court, it has heretofore been thought by 
Federal officials to extend to the equity 
court only the power to review revoca- 
tion proceedings as held by the prohibition 
director or prohibition commissioner. 
Judge Anderson further held that the 
equity court is not confined to the evi- 
dence produced before the prohibition 
authorities but may receive any addi- 
tional evidence bearing upon the issues. 
Attorney L. A. Rogers, representing 
James H. O'Sullivan, Belmont druggist, 
raised the point in legal arguments Mon- 
day. O’Sullivan has petitioned the court 
to review a hearing held locally by Pro- 
hibition Director Elmer C, Potter and his 
legal adviser, Harold Caverly, as a result 
of which O’Sullivan recently lost his per- 
mit to dispense intoxicating liquors.

Alkalies in Strong Position—Contract Sales Heavy 
For First Quarter— Minor 
Price Changes 


There has been little trading in in- 
dustrial chemicals during the past 
week, chietly because of the holiday, 
put also because of the near approach 
of inventory, and dislike of buyers to 
carry any larger stocks at that time 
than is absolutely necessary for a con- 
tinuance Of operations. Business of 
consequence was not reported in any 
direction—even soda ash and caustic 
were comparatively quiet. But this 
condition of affairs is regurded as only 
temporary at worst, and the particu- 
larly, favorable position into which the 
market has worked during the last 
quarter iS expected to last into the 
first quarter of the new year and be 
greatly improved, as well, There has 
been no Such splendid finish to any of 
the three preceding years as charac- 
terizes the ending of the year 1922. 

Heavy chemicals began to move into 
consumptive circles in large volume 
during the early summer months. The 
customary Summer slump was not seen 
in any of the alkalies, in blue vitriol, 
copperas or a dozen less prominent 
items. On the contrary, just when the 
midsummer lull should have been at 
the peak, demand was the best since 
the first of the year. That demand 
has kept up without cease until the 
first of December. Then, and then only, 
was there any slackening in the move- 
ment in soda ash or caustic, bleaching 
powder or blue vitriol. There is not 
a producer who has not increased 
sales to show for 1922; and the curious 
part about it is that the revival began 
just when custom had led the manu- 
facturers and distributors to expect the 
reverse. 

That a big boom in industrial circles 
is on the way is indicated by the 
heavy buying on contract. The alkali 
manufacturers are now so well sold 
ahead that they are not particularly 
anxious to take on any more business. 
Some producers of bleaching powder 
were unable to do anything over the 
first quarter of 1925, their outputs be- 
ing already taken up. Demand for 
immonia alums, copperas, salt cake 
ind liquid chlorine has well nigh ex- 
hausted producers stores, and efforts 
to keep production up have not been 
successful enough to keep demand from 
topping supplies. All the chlorine 
makers have been swamped with or- 
ders, and plants will be operated at 
capacity henceforth in order to meet 
requirements. Makers of chlorine did 
not know whether present manufac- 
turing facilities were great enough to 
handle the domestic demand, 

Price changes last week were not 
many, but were extremely varied and 
widely spread, ranging from declines 
in potash caustic to an advance in tin 
oxide, All tin products were strong, 
due to the advance in the price of metal. 
The metal has gone up nearly 3c. since 
the first of the month,

There would be one 
very active day, then the market would 
slacken and there would be nothing 
for the next two. Taken by and all, 
it was more quiet than otherwise.

The export movement has 
peen gaining steadily and is expected 
to reach former proportions during the 
spring. 

soDA CYANIDE.—Contracts have 
been made at 23c. per pound for de- 
livery over the early part of 1923. The 
price was not generally quoted by 
makers, and some attempt to main- 
tain the 25c. level—at least for the pub- 
lic’s benefit—was seen. Imported ma- 
terial was to be had from 20c. to 24c. 
per pound, depending on the test. Trad - 
ing all around was rather insgnificant. 
Interest in contracts has not been as 
good as some would have liked. 

SODA FLUORIDE.—Trading was 
along quiet lines. Supplies on spot 
were in good volume and the market 
was not firm in tone. The foreign was 
quoted from 9c. to 10c. per pound, al- 
though sales were made at 9c, Domes- 
tic was unchanged at 10%c. Trading 
was along very light lines, and the 
dullness has led to the price shading 
when real business was in sight. Im- 
porters appeared anxious to move 
stocks as quickly aS possible, and prices 
have been coming down in consequence. 

SODA SILICO KFLUORIDE.—Has 
been very dull. Supplies in the spot 
market were not very heavy, but have 
been moving so slowly that importers 
have been shading prices when real 
business was in sight in order to facili- 
tate absorption. Quotations were from 
Ty%c, ot 7%4c. per pound. 

SODA NITRATE.—There have been 
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no changes in quotations of leading 
refiners, There has not been a great 
deal doing in this chemical, and the 
market presented a quiet appearance. 
The range, per pound:—Granulated, 
4lac, to 4%c; crystals, 54c. to 5l4ec.; 
powdered, 6c. to 6\4c. 

SULPHUR PRODUCTS. — There 
were no changes in prices of these 
materials. The flour was moving in 
routine fashion, and has not changed 
any in the past six months. Commer- 
cial was $1.35 to $1.70 per 100 pounds 
in bags, and superfine, $2 to $2.40. 
Chloride ranged 4c. to 5c. per pound, 
and dioxide was 8c. to 10c. 

TIN PRODUCTS.—Oxide was ad- 
vanced by producers to 45c. to 47e. per 
pound, The crystals were very strong, 
but January prices will not be out 
until sometime this week. The Decem- 
ber price has been 81c. to 31\4%4c. The 
reason for the advancing tendency was 
the higher prices of metal. At the 
beginning of the month the price of 
metal was 364c., now it has advanced 
to 39c. Bichloride was lle. to 11\4c., 
and tetrachloride, 23c. to 24c. 

ZINC PRODUCTS.—The § chloride 
was dull. Imported was plentiful and 
has been offered at low prices. Domes- 
tic producers stated their small lot 
business had been much cut by the 
presence of the foreign in the market. 
The range was 5'%4c. to 7c. per pound 
for fused, and 6c, to 8c. for granu- 
lar. Cyanide was $87c. to 39c., and 
carbonate 14c. to 16c. Dust jogged 
along at 104 c. to 10%c., slightly firmer 
in tone, and sulphate was 2%e. to 38e. 


Acids 


Not a great deal is expected in the 
way of business during the week be- 
tween Christmas and New Year's, and 
that expectation was certainly not dis- 
appointed inscfar as acids were con- 
cerned. If a duller week had been 
experienced during the preceding 
twelve months, there were none who 
remembered it. None of the heavy 
acids were moving at all. Most of the 
contract business had already gone 
through, and with the exception of a 
few belated buyers, there was none 
done. Prompt trading in mineral acids 
has been poor for some time past, and 
fell off altogether last week. The few 
active items were oxalic, formic, and 
in less measure, citric, tartaric and 
chromic.

It 
seemed there was little to choose be- 
tween domestic and foreign acid; how- 
ever, domestic makers have higher 
manufacturing costs to meet, and it 
has been frequently. expressed that 
there is no money in it at current 
Jevels. ‘ 
Formic has also been in good de- 
mand, with imported material taking 
the lead probably. There is only one 
domestic maker at the moment, and 
he has not been willing to reduce prices 
as low aS some foreign has sold at. 
However, both the domestic and the 
dealers seemed to have gota good deal 
of business, despite disparity in prices. 
The market, all told, was firm in 
tone. Many of the items have been 
expected to advance, but so far there 
have been no changes. This was un- 
doubtedly due to the slackened de- 
mand. Factors felt that the year was 
closing in a much more satisfactory 
fashion than it opened, and that all 
indications were for a much increased 
yolume of trading during the next six 
months, at least. There was no such 
signing of contracts last winter as has 
occurred so far this season. Demand 
for sulphuric alone is nearly double 
that of last year; and other mineral 
acids, especially muriatic, have im- 
proved in preportion.

Domestic pro- 
ducers have been holding prices steady 
at the 50c. to 5l1c. level, and importers 
have not been able to go over those 
prices. It did not appear that much 
spot goods had cost more than that to 
get in here. Plenty of stuff was held 
in bond, it was understood, and this 
has occasionally been’ re-exported. 
However, the market was not very 
promising and held strictly to the 
routine of the moment. There is al- 
Ways a certain amount moving into 
consumption, but most of the demand 
lately has been handled by domestic 
makers. Prospects for next season 
have engaged the attention of some 
speculative interests, but it was too 
early to do anything definite. The fact 
that citrate of lime will be sold at the 
same price as last year seemed to pre- 
clude hopes of lower prices unless some 
readjustment of the manufacturing 
conditions abroad was undertaken. 

FORMIC.—Fifteen cents per pound 
seemed to be about the inside on im- 
ported 85 per cent. Higher percentagés 
have sold up to 17c. on spot. Domestic 
maker was not always meeting the 
competition and has adhered mostly to 
an 18e. level for his output. There 
seemed to be a good demand for both 
domestic and foreign, and the market 
was one of the few displaying any real 
activity. Stocks of imported were very 
good, and replacement prices were un- 
derstood to be holding steady. 

GALLIC.—Nothing much occurred 
here. There was hardly any trading, 
and prices were steady at former 
levels of 45c. to 50c. per pound for tech- 
nical, and 70c. to 75c. for U. S. P. Sup- 
plies have got rather low, and there 
has been heavy importation of raw 
material to begin new operations 
shortly after the first of the year. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—The market had 
been getting quite active until the past 
week, when demand slumped. That 
was not unusual, as practically every 
market suffered from the mid-holiday 
depression. Quotations were un- 
changed in first hands, but supplies 
have increased, and it was possible to 
get large quantities of the 30 per cent. 
at somewhat lower figures in most in- 
stances, although there was really no 
change in the schedule. In a big way 
it was possible to get 30 per cent. at 
5e. per pound. The schedule follows 
per pound:—30 per cent., 6c. to 7c.; 48 
per cent, 10c. to 1lc.; 52 per cent., 11c. 
to 12c., and 60 per cent., 14c. to 15c. 

LACTIC. —Imported was plentiful 
and was moving well. Domestic pro- 
ducers have also been doing the usual 
volume of business. The market on a 
whole has been one of the steadiest, 
with demand holding up. Quotations 
disclosed no change from former levels, 
and the range was per pound:—22 per 
cent. dark, 4c. to 5c.; 22 per cent. light, 
5e, to 5%c., and 44 per cent. light, re- 
fined, 10%c. to 12c. The U.S. P. grades 
were steady, with eighth revision 50c. 
to 55c., and ninth, 60c. to 65c. 

MALIC.—There has been practically 
none of this made lately, and supplies 
were very small. An occasional in- 
quiry for a barrel or so comes to hand, 
but demand was by no means steady 
enough to warrant continued produc- 
tion. The price was high at 60c. to 70c. 
per pound. 

MIXED.—Subsided in dullness, Most 
of the contract interest had been sat- 
isfied, and it is expected there will be 
more withdrawn on contracts this year 
than last. Prompt deliveries were in 
no demand at the moment. Nitric 
units were firm in tone on account of 
the position of raw materials, and were 
7c. to 8c.; sulphuric held at Ic. to 
1\%c., with less possible on large lots. 

MURIATIC.—The market was quite 
active on contracts. Many consumers 
have been interested in getting a lean 
on supplies for the coming few months. 
To that end much business had been 
closed, and some producers did not 
have anything available at the moment. 
Quotations ranged as follows per 100 
pounds:—18-degree, 90c. to $1; 20-de- 
gree, $1 to $1.10, and 22-degree, $1.75 
to $2. A much firmer tone became ap- 
parent on account of demand and the 
way supplies have been taken up. 

NITRIC.—A steady tone character- 
ized the market. Trading was not 
brisk. The position of nitrate of soda 
has had something to do with the pres- 
ent steadiness, but the absence of any 
heavy buying has almost nullified the 
benefits. The range per 100 pounds:— 
36-degree, $4.50 to $5; 38-degree, $4.75 
to $5.25; 40-degree, $5 to $5.50, and 
42-degree, $5.25 to $5.75. 

OXALIC.—Trading was quite good, 
with domestic producers quoting at 14c, 
per pound on spot, and 18\4c. at works. 
Imported on spot was quoted from 
13%4c, to 14c., but some sellers have 
been taking orders at 18\%c., and it was 
generally thought that price could be 
secured on a reasonable quantity of 
German. The Norwegian was held 
firmly at something over 14c., but the 
demand was not exceptional, Import- 
ers thought lower prices would be seen 
in the future on the foreign, as the 
market abroad has been easing.

PHOSPHORIC.—Trading was poor. 
There were no changes in any of the 


prices, but the market lacked snap. 
Technical 50 per cent. was 7l4c. to 
8lec. per pound; U.S.P. 50 per cent., 
16c. to 25c., and U.S.P. 85 per cent., 


15%c. to 26c., depending on seller and 
quantity. Imported was offered at the 
inside figures. Supplies were abundant, 
and dealers have been pushing the 
market in an attempt to move goods, 
SULPHURIC.—Contracts over 1923 
have been signed in heavier volume 
than during the past year, and the 
prospects were exceptionally good. It 
is expected that 1923 will be one of the 
best years since the war. Quotations 
were $9 to $12 per ton for 60-degree, 
and $14 to $16 for 66-degree, in tanks. 
TARTARIC.—Trading has been along 
steady lines, but was not very exten- 


sive. The market was unchanged as 
regards prices, imported quoted by 
dealers anywhere from 30l4c, to $lc. 


per pound, while domestic makers con- 
tinued to ask 32c. Replacement prices 
on foreign were over present spot lev- 
els, but holdings were good, and some 
sellers would have done much to get 
clear. 

TUNGSTIC.—The range on C.P, was 
80c. to 90c. per pound in barrels. Some 
thought the price could be shaded to 
75c., but demand was not heavy, and 
the few holders appeared to have firm 
ideas as to prices,

Bauxite Output Doubled in 1922 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 29, 1922. 


Domestic production of bauxite in 1922 
was at least twice as large as in 1921 and 
may reach a total of not less than 300,000 
long tons. according to James M. Hill, of 
the United States Geological Survey. This 
quantity is about half of that normally 
consumed, yet the increase in output is 
encouraging, for it reflects a larger de- 
mand by all the consuming industries, par- 
ticularly the abrasives industry. Opera- 
tions in Arkansas and Eastern fields were 
larger, though in Arkansas car shortage 
in the fall limited production to some 
extent. 

During the first six months of 1922 im- 
ports of bauxite averaged about 1,500 
long tons a month, but since June they 
have been more than 3,000 tons a month. 
The prices of domestic dried bauxite 
ranged from $6 to $10 a ton, but were 
lower in the last half of the year. The 
prices of pulverized and dried bauxite 
have ranged from $12 to $15 a ton and of 
calcined from $20 to $25 aton. The effect 
of a shortage of coal is reflected in an 
increase in the price of calcined bauxite 
during the latter part of 1922. Under the 
new tariff the duty on bauxite is $1 a 
ton, whereas under the old tariff it was 
on the free list.

Istria, Italy, is rich in bauxite, which 
only during the last few years has been 
estimated at its real value. It is re- 
ported that there is every probability of a 


metallurgical plant being established in 
Istria for the extraction of aluminum 
from the ore. A comprehensive report 
on the deposits giving analyses of the 
ores has been made by Consul Joseph 
Emerson Haven, Trieste, Italy, and will 
be sent to interested American firms 
upon application to the Iron and Steel

—Intermediates Dull 


The situation in crudes has improved 
to such an extent that benzol was 
offered in several directions last week 
at vers attractive prices. Supplies 
were to be had freely, and some fac- 
tors were even in position to offer for 
nearby delivery, in appreciable volume. 
of 90 per cent. were in excess 
of pure, but the latter grade is promised 
in the near future and by the end of 
thig week should be available on spot 
volume, The reason for this 
in offerings of benzol is, of 
course, obvious. Produce.s have been 
exerting efforts to meet the demand 
for motor spirits, and have been doing 
qs little refining as possible, that being 
the more arduous part of production. 
Consequently sales of motor spirits 
have been out of proportion to the 
quantities usually converted into benzol, 
toluene and xylene. The small quanti- 
ties that were refined were sold ahead 
on contract, so the prompt market has

been bare for a long time. In _the 
winter time demand for motor spirits 
falls off a great deal, leaving much 


more materia] for refining. Producers, 
too, have been looking round for 1923 
business. 

Demand for benzol and other crudes 
is expected to be heavier this coming 
year than ever before. With the new 
tariff almost excluding importation of 
any coal tar product because of the 
high duties exacted, domestic con- 
sumers Will be obliged to rely largely 
on American producers. The industry 
is bracing itself for the expected re- 
quirements. ; 

Plans are afoot to get into operation 
eresylic acid plants, that material be- 
ing one of the insufficiently produced 
basic products. There has never been 
enough made in this country to take 
eare of demand; consumers heretofore 
have relied on foreign cresylic to tide 
them ove.. It is probable that at least 
three new plants will be in operation 
shortly to meet the consumption, but 
some apprehension is expected that the 
situation may be entirely changed in 
the next two or three years, and the 
several million dollars worth of ma- 
chinery and equipment sunk in these 
plants will be lost. More phenol is go- 
ing to be produced also, as well as 
cresol and solvent naphtha. 

There were not many 
transactions in the market. Colors 
have been undergoing revision, and 
new prices are constantly coming to 
hand. Intermediates were firm as a 
rule, although the market was entirely 


significant 


seasonable in aspect. There were no 
changes of note. The advance in 
cresylic acid was the most important 


change. Imported has now gone up to 
record levels, with hardly any domestic 
around, and what little is seen is held 
at high prices.

ANTHRACENE.—-There was no de- 


mand to speak of and the market did 
little but mark time. Producers have 
made no changes in their quotations, 
but were not as firm in their views as 


previously, Dealers did not hesitate to 
say that on firm bids prices could eas 
ily be shaded. There has been nothing 
offered in the second hands market, 
and no sales were reported by dealers. 
An occasional inquiry for a small lot of 


0 per cent. has come to hand, but 
until anth» quinone makers begin to 


buy there is not much expected of the 
Situation.

BENZOL.—Supplies have increased 
and in at least one direction it was 
possible to engage prompt deliveries as 
well as forward ones. Spot goods were 
offered at very attractive prices. The 
90 per cent, could be had freely at 32c. 
to 33c. per gallon in drums, on spot; 
while it was expected that after the 
first of the year pure would be avail- 
able at 37c. to 388c. Some dealers have 
been holding the 90 per cent. at 37c. 
on spot, and the pure at 54c. At the 
moment the latter was extremely 
scarce On spot, and holders were re- 
duced to one or two, An easier posi- 
tion as regards supplies was manifest 
throughout the whole benzol field. This 
was undoubtedly due to the cessation 
of demand for motor spirits. Sales of 
motor spirits have been exceptionally 
heavy all through the summer and fall, 
and have utilized nearly all the crude 
benzol produced. This demand always 
falls off in the winter, and consumers 
of other varieties of benzol have reaped 
the benefit. Unless the demand for 
motor spirits jumps suddenly it was 
expected that supplies of pure benzol, 
toluene and xylenes would gradually 
increase. One maker was still out of 
the market, claiming to be sold up for 
the next two months. 

CARBAZOLE.—This material was 
absolutely flat. There has been hardly 
a sale during the past fortnight, and 
quotations were entirely nominal, with 
first hands naming at Tic. to 80c. per 
pound. Supplies were narrowly dis- 
tributed, but appeared adequate, 

CREOSOTE OIL.—tThis is the off sea- 
son for these oils, and last week cer- 
tainly showed. There was hardly a 
ripple in the dullness, inquiries and 
orders alike were few and far between 
and business was down to the lowest 
ebb seen this year. There has been a 
little inquiry for early spring delivery, 
but most such business had already 
gone through, especially when it was 
of any size, and these last straggling 
inquiries were generally for  insig- 
nificant quantities. Supplies appeared 
in pretty good volume, with a number 
of dealers now offering. Quotations 
were firm in tone, however, and the 
dullness has not taken from. the 
strength of the situation. Twenty-five 
per cent. was 30c. per gallon on spot, 
and 15 per cent., 25e. On contracts it 
was possible to do 23c. on the 25 per 
cent., and 20l4c. on the 15 per cent, in 
at least one direction. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—Further advances 
in prices characterized this section. 
Supplies of imported were getting 
smaller all the time and quotations 
naturally advanced, as it was impos- 
sible to do much in domestic, and the 
price of replacing foreign has gone sky 
high. The best that could be done on 
replacements of English goods was 
around $1.65 to $1.70 per gallon duty 
paid. Some dealers who had managed 
to get supplies before the passage of 
the new tariff were offering pale 97@99 
per cent. at $1.25 to $1.30 per gallon. 
Demand hag been good considering the 
naturally dull state of the market at 
this time of the year. Domestic pro- 
ducers have been endeavoring to in- 
crease output lately, and offerings have 
increased in one or two directions. 
Quotations on 97@99 per cent. were in 
the neighborhood: of 85c. to 90c., but 
little prompt could be had. The larg- 
est maker quoted a purely nominal 
price of 60c. to 62c. on forward deliv- 
eries, but was understood to have ac- 
cepted all the future business that was 
deemed advisable at the present time. 

NAPHTHALENE.—Trading was ex- 
tremely slack in naphthalene. Makers 
have done about all on contracts that 
was likely to be done until after the 
first of the year, when it was expected 
belated consumers would come in for 
customary needs. Demand this year 
on spring delivery has not been nearly 
as good as last, and production has 
not been stimulated to nearly the same 
extent. Producers were too bitten last 
year to take long chances on a big call 
next spring. Flakes were quoted at 
fe. to 614c. per pound, and balls at Te. 
to 744c. Resale flakes were to be had 
easily at 5%c., and probably carlots 
might have been shaded a little from 
that, as dealers were sick of carrying 
them. There were no takers. Crushed 
was 4c. to 5c, per pound, and crude, 
2%c. to 3c. 

ORTHO CRESOL.—Supplies were to 
be had only sparsely on spot. There 
were mighty few carrying any at all, 
and the price was decidedly firm with 
the one maker quoting at 18c. to 24c. 
per pound on forward deliveries. De- 
mand has been unimpressive, and the 
week was practically routine.

Those 
close in touch with the situation were 
confident that there would be a big 
gain in stocks shortly, and that the 
market would ease considerably as far 
as supplies were concerned.

TOLUENE. Demand has_ been

XYLENES.—These were in a posi- 
tion similar to toluene. There was 
hardly. any to be had from producers, 
and dealers were completely out of it. 


Quotations were notably steady in 
tone, with forward deliveries at 45c. 
to 5le. per gallon for c.p.; and 34c. to 
39ce. for commercial. Deliveries on 
contracts have taken up makers’ at- 
tention, and there was nothing to be 


had from them for prompt distribu- 
tion. It is expected that there will be 
heavier supplies on hand in the near 
future, as consumers of motor spirits 
are not in the market to the extent 
they were during summer and fall, and 
this falling off in demand will enable 
refiners to get supplies for conversion 
into xylene, toluene and pure benzol. 


Coal Tar Acids 


ANTHRANILIC.—Trading was down 
to the lowest ebb. There was abso- 
lutely no demand at all, the only ac- 
tivity being in shipments to consumers 
who had previously bought, and were 
taking routine relays. Quotations were 
unchanged, but seemed to be lacking in 
the firmness of the early part of the 
month. Refined was $1.30 to $1.35 per 
pound; and technical $1.10 to $1.15.

BENZOIC.—Demand for large lots 
faded away, and the best was on one 
and two barrel lots. Some makers 
were not quoting on anything over a 
barrel at the moment.: Such lots were 
quoted at 80c. per pound for U. S. P.; 
but there seemed good reason for be- 


lieving it could be had at 77c. under 
such circumstances. On large quanti- 
ties the schedule was still 72c.; and 


there was no resale of consequence, 
so the price was unchallenged. Tech- 
nical was 65c. to 70c., and very inactive. 
Dullness fell suddenly last week, but 
up till then demand had been good, and 
the market was characterized by a 
firm tone. 

CLEVE’S.—There has been no trad- 
ing in this material, but supplies were 
small, and there has been a little in- 
quiry, which encouraged the few 
holders considerably. Supplies were 
in very light volume, and hardly any- 
one was making any, with the price 
given as $1.50 to $1.55 per pound, 

CRESOTINIC.—Prices for this in- 
termediate have become practically 
nominal in view of the absence of sup- 
plies. There were few makers in the 
field and those few have given over the 
struggle as there is so little demand 
it has not paid to produce it during 
recent months. In one or two direc- 
tions supplies could still be obtained, 
but prices were generally very high. 
A range of 60c. to 65c. per pound was 
given. 

GAMMA.—Demand has held up well 
despite the usvfal decrease in business 
usual at the end of the year.

It 
was doubtful if any holder carried 
more than a few pounds, There has 
been little demand and only a few 
Small orders to be filled so that ab- 
sence of supplies did not occasion 
much comment. The price was nom- 
inally 75c, to 80c. per pound. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—Trading has been 
along fairly good lines, and the sit- 
uation looked thoroughly healthy. Sup- 
plies have been liquidated in one prom- 
inent producing quarter, but quotations 
have changed little during the past 
month. Technical has been in more 
demand than refined, and was quoted 
at 60c. to 62c. per pound. The refined 
ranged generally 65c. to 70c., but in 
view of the lack of demand was rather 
flexible in range. 

NEVILLE AND WINTHER'S.—Quo- 
tations stood $1.15 to $1.25 per pound.

ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—The market 
has not been very active, but such ig 
natural just now, and has not occa. 

But producerg 
would have liked to have seen 4 little 
more enthusiasm over the future, 
There has been little inquiry at all for 
any position, Quotations did not vary 
much from former levels of $1.05 to 
$1.25 per pound for refined, and $7e, to 
$1.05 for technical, 

ALPHA NAPHTHYL AMINE.—The 
range continued 28c. to 30c. per pound, 
with a few large sales going through 
at 27c. Demand has been very good 
and the market has shown notable im. 
provement during the past month, 
Leading ‘sellers were optimistic over 
the future. Supplies were in adequate 
volume, but appeared well taken up, 
There was no resale material. 

ANILINE OIL.—The market was 
tight on supplies, but prices were un- 
changed at 16c. to 17c, per pound. De- 
mand has been along rather quiet lines, 
but has been. steadily maintained 
within its narrow bounds. Little spot 
material was around, and none Of the 
dealers was offering anything. Lenzol 
is becoming more plentiful, and the 
market will probably ease up on sup- 
plies, which should have an effect on 
production of aniline oil. Factors con- 
tinually look for advances here, but go 
far none of striking importance has oc-

ANTHRAQUINONE.—A little stir- 
ring of interest was noted here, but 
makers have not been pushing efforts 
far.

Tanning Extracts Strongest Feature — Gambier 
Advances — Chemicals Listless With 
Prussiates Easier 


The outlook for next year’s business 
in tanning extracts was reported last 
week as exceptionally good. The mar- 
ket has held up much better in face 
of the dullness of the past two or three 


months than had been generally ex- 
pected, and is entering the new year 
in quite the firmest position it has 


occupied since the beginning of 1921. 
The great gain in strength in tanning 
extracts has been brought about largely 
through the absorption of surplus 
stocks, and more latterly through the 
sensational advances in prices of raw 
materials. 

Chestnut has been particularly con- 
spicuous for strength, and both of 
those factors has entered into calcula- 
tions. Chestnut wood was to be had 
only at a fabulous price. Much as 
producers of extracts might grumble, 
it was necessary to pay the price, be- 
cause there was little cut, and even 
less would be cut in the future if the 


prices could not be obtained. Con- 
sumers of extracts have frequently 
criticised the high prices quoted by 


makers for chestnut and other extracts 
used in tanning. But that the reason 
for them is well founded and real is 
indicated by the refusal of all makers 
to accept the recent order for 30 tons 
which appeared in the market at frac- 
tionally under current levels. So far 
that large order has gone unfilled, and 
were there any surplus stocks around 
or were prices unduly high, it would 
certainly have been satisfied long ago. 
Such an order does not come into the 
market every day. 

Little of interest has developed in 
any of the other items. Gambier and 
cutch continued in a strong position, 
with the spot market nearly bare in 
one instance and completely so in the 
case of gambier. Foreigners have 
taken advantage of the demand from 
America and prices at primary points 
have advanced 50 per cent. in the last 
month. This only occurred after there 
had been numerous cables received 
from this end. Shortage has been re- 
ported, and seems real enough, al- 
though probably unnaturally en- 
gendered. 

Chemicals were listless. This is an 
off season for buying at best, and 
prussiates felt it in full force. Spot 
prices changed little, but were down 
below replacement costs. Most of the 
potash prussiate that has been sold 
lately has represented losses of any- 
where from 2c. to 3c. per pound to the

vious few weeks. The dullness was 
regarded as seasonable and did not 
cause much comment in the trade. 
There has been a good interest on the 
part of domestic consumers in con- 
tracts and a number of these have 
been taken on, Some export inquiry 
has come to hand, but factors have 
been able to do only a little with it. 
Japanese interests have not been buy- 
ing and the market there has fallen 
flat. Sales have been mostly to South 
and Central America. Quotations for 
spot goods were from 97%c. to 10c. per 
pound on large lots, with small quan- 
tities to 10%4c. and over, according to 
seller. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE.—The yellow 
prussiate held at 38c. to 40c. per pound, 
although the firm tone that was re- 
marked on during the previous week 
crystallized in some sections to higher 
prices. A number of dealers advanced 
to 38%c. inside, There was hardly any 
business in any direction, and the mar- 
ket was under the spell of the season- 
able dullness. Supplies on spot were 
fair only, but were tightly held, It 
was impossible to do better than 38c. 
c.i.f. on shipments, and some of the 
present offerings had originally cost 
39c. Factors clung to the belief that 
under any sort of buying sharp ad- 
vances might be expected. The red 
was even scarcer than before, but in no 
demand, so that prices were unchanged 
at 93c. to $1 per pound. 

SODA BICHROMATE.—Trading was 
along routine lines. Last week was 
an unusually dull one in chemicals, and 
all things were under the blight of the 
mid-holiday spell, The dye trade par- 
ticularly was quiet, and is expected to 
remain so for the next few weeks at 
least. Domestic consumption alto- 
gether was slower, but factors did not 
attach any importance to it, believing 
it only seasonable, and transient. The 
export situation was not very bright 
either, but that has been on the wane 
for some time past, Quotations of 
leading producers were from 75c. to 
7%c. per pound in carlots. Dealers 
offered little, but quoted to 8c. and 
more on such small lots as were 
around. Some interest in contracts has 
been shown, and the producer stated 
that his output over the next few 
months was taken up, although such 
a condition did not prevail in other 


quarters. 

SODA HYDROSULPHITE.—Resale 
material was offered at 17c. per pound 
last week, but no one bought any. The 
market was absolutely dead. There 
was not a great deal of material 
around, but sellers have been doing 
everything in their power except give 
it away to get rid of it. Low prices 
failed to attract even inquiries. Mak- 
ers have quoted at 19c., but aside from 
a few routine contract withdrawals 
there was nothing done. 

SODA HYPOSULPHITE.—The sit- 
uation was. essentially unchanged. 
Quotations were from $2.50 to $3.25 per 
pound for ordinary crystals, depending 
on whether the goods was domestic or 
foreign. Imported was to be had in 
good volume on spot and has been 
moving fairly well. The whole mar- 
ket, however, suffered from the usual 
seasonable depression. Pea crystals 
— $3.35 to $4, and granular $3.45 
to $4.2 These grades were in demand 
only fren the photographic trade. 

SODA PRUSSIATE.—The market 
was quoted at 19%4c. per pound, but no 
one thought it was necessary to pay 
that price if goods were really wanted. 
Nearer actual selling level was 19c. 
quoted on some domestic goods. There 
was no demand at all, and the market 
was stagnant. Some dealers averred 
that on a real bid it was possible to 
beat the price down to 18c., but that 
was thought rather far fetched. The 
extreme dullness of the market was 
probably accountable for all the ru- 
mors of low prices. Spot goods were 
in some volume, and were not very 
well held. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—There was no 
trading to speak of, and the market did 
little except mark time, Quotations 
were unchanged from former levels 
and no one expected much demand 
until the end of January at least.

There was absolutely 
nothing doing on. spot. Stocks of 
nearly all of the dyewoods were ex- 
hausted, with a few exceptions. Im- 


porters of woods have disappeared 
from this market during the past 
couple of years, because of the lack 
of trading. Some of the big extract 


makers have been acting as their own 
importers, and there is too little buy- 
ing generally to make it worth while 
to carry stocks of woods on_ spot. 
Fustic was quoted at $380 to $385 per 
ton shipment. The chips were not 
figuring at all, and were nominally 
quoted at 4c. to 5c. per pound. Some 
logwood was around, but no one was 
buying and the tone seemed easy at 
$28 to $30.

sumed, however, was the fact that 1922 was 
a record-breaker in new construction work, 
and that in all parts of the country there 
was more building, largely of the character 
that uses most paint, than ever before in 
the history of the country. 


Petroleum and Its Products 

Outstanding as a feature of the past petro- 
leum year was the great increase in domes- 
tic production. Just at a time when the 
ever pessimistic statisticians and so-called 
“experts” were marshalling their figures to 
prove that a total exhaustion of American 
oil was near at hand, production jumped as 
it never had before in the history of the 
industry, and a definite promise was held 
out that the potential oil resources of this 
country have not only been underestimated 
“but have been but partly understood. 

Domestic production has passed domestic 
consumption, and at the present time this 
country, if it neither imported nor exported 
crude oil or refined products, would be 
rapidly piling up large reserves. Stocks at 

- the end of the year were of record-breaking 
proportions. ‘This was true not only of 
crude oil, but of almost all refinery products, 
in spite of the fact that consumption of 
refinery products in 1922 was much the larg- 
est ever known. 

The daily production of crude oil in- 
creased about 325,000 counted barrels dur- 
ing the year. Really the increase was con- 
siderably greater than this, for there has 
been and is a large amount of oil going into 
earth storage that has not been included in 
pipeline and tank farm figures. At the end 
of the year this country was producing at 
the rate of about 120,000,000 barrels of oil 
per annum more than it was a year before. 

The year was one of great prosperity in 
the oil industry, as was best shown by divi- 
dends paid by the leading oil companies. 
Of course the great surpluses distributed in 
the form of stock dividends were not the 
accumulations of a single year, but the 
earnings of last year were more than nor- 
mally large. 

There was a drastic reduction in crude oil 
prices during the year. The cutting of crude 
prices began on the third day of the year, 
but in June some advances were made. 
However, reductions were also made in 
June, and general reductions followed in 
July and August. The fact that at the low 
level refiners were paying a premium in 
many fields for high gravity oil resulted in 
a move, late in the year, to establish the 
gravity basis in many fields in which flat 
prices had been previously quoted. The net 
result of the changes was an advance in the

price, and when the year ended the feeling 
among producers was that the price cutting 
was ended; and that, even in spite of heavy 
production, some advances might be seen. — 

Crude oil reductions were reluctantly fol- 
lowed by reductions in the price of gasoline. 
But, at the time gasoline was being marked 
down kerosene was being advanced, an im- 
proved demand having come in the market 
for burning oils. The coal shortage un- 
doubtedly caused an increase in the con- 
sumption of fuel oil during 1922, but it was 
not so great an increase as might have been 
expected under the existing conditions. 
When the demand increased, the price ad- 
vanced rapidly, and it has always been rec- 
ognized that the greatest difficulty in secur- 
ing an increased consumption of fuel oil lay 
in the fact that consumers were not able 
to figure on a stable price. 

A decrease in the movement of Mexican 
oil brought about a radical advance in the 
price of bunker oil on the Atlantic Coast, 
and the decline in imports, coupled with 
the record-breaking increase in production 
on the Pacific Coast, resulted in a movement 
late in the year of crude oil from California 
to Atlantic seaboard refineries. This move- 
ment promises to increase; before the end 
of the year it had already resulted in a 
reaction in the price of bunker oil at East- 
ern and Southern ports. 

Stocks of lubricating oils were large at 
the beginning of the year, and varied but 
little during the twelve months. Demand 
was not what producers would have liked 
to see, but domestic consumption was lib- 
eral, and no improvements in exports of 
much moment can be expected until there 
is a material improvement in industrial con- 
ditions abroad. 

The fact that salt water cut down Mexi- 
can production materially during the year 
made the increase in domestic production 
most opportune, and while stocks at the 
present time are large they are so strongly 
held as to be no menace to the market while 
domestic consumption, particularly of gaso- 
line, is increasing so rapidly that the refin- 
ing end of the industry has no doubts about 
its being able to take care of all the domestic 
oil produced. Also, large reserve stocks of 
crude are generally regarded as a decidedly 
valuable insurance of market stability and 
not at all in the light of a menace to the 
oil business. If the industry were not 
financially strong the situation might be dif- 
ferent, but it has the capital to carry stock 
accumulations of greater intrinsic value 
than could be carried by any other industry 
in this or any other country.
